In 1940, 
almost 80 years after, their descendants still live in the fine old 

home on this, Vancouver’s pioneer farm. 

The first settler on Coal Harbor was John Morton. Led by an 
Indian guide, he came from New Westminster in October, 1862, 
seeking pottery clay. Morton was fascinated by the beauty of the 
scene, with the open sea on one side and a magnificent sheltered 
harbor on the other. He staked the “Brickmaker’s Claim”, built 
a cabin beneath towering trees on the site of our present Marine 
Building, and induced his cousin, Sam Brighouse, and a friend, 
William Hailstone, to join him. 

Although the Royal Engineers surveyed the shores of Coal 
Harbor and Stanley Park in 1863, for a year or two Morton’s little 
cedar shack, with the exception of the huge lodges of the Indians, 
remained the only habitation on all Burrard Inlet. 

Soon, however, the trees which covered the area from shore to 
hill top—huge towering stands of fir, cedar, hemlock, and spruce, 

dense as a field of grain — brought other inhabitants. In 1863 

T. W. Graham Sc Company built a mill on the north shore. It was 
later taken over by Sewell Moody and the centre became Moody- 
ville. By 1865 Captain Stamp’s Mill, afterwards called Hastings 
Sawmill, but commonly known as “Hastings Mill”, ■

The Douglas (Hastings) Road, joining New Westminster 
and Burrard Inlet, was completed in 1865. Four years later, this 
end of the road” was surveyed, named Hastings, and a lew lots 
Hastings Townsite, called also New Brighton, was separated from 
Hastings Mill by some three miles of forest. 

Another townsite, Granville, named in honor of Lord Granville, 
the then Secretary of State for the Colonies, was laid out in March, 
1870. It was colloquially called “Gastown” after “Gassy” Jack 
Deighton, its most colorful inhabitant. From 1867, beneath the 
maples of the old Indian clearing of Luck-lucky, i.e. “beautiful 
grove”, now the junction of Carrall and Water Streets, Deighton 
and others built hotels which catered to seafarers and loggers. 
Granville Townsite together with the Hastings Mill area became 
the nucleus of the City of Vancouver. 

In December, 1871, residents of Hastings Mill and Granville met 
in the loft of a wooden warehouse, the Hastings Institute, to lay 
plans for the establishing of a school. 4 Early in the year 1872 the 
Hastings Sawmill Company built a school-house—a little frame 
building standing among the stumps and slashing of the mill 
clearing. The Hastings Mill School, officially to be known as 
Granville School, was opened as early as February 28, 1872, accord¬ 
ing to a news item in the New Westminster Mainland Guardian, 

February 28, 1872, which reads as follows: 

“We have learned with much pleasure that progress in other respects is 
keeping pace with increased business at the Hastings Mill.

During the summer of 1888, two new elementary schools were 
constructed in Vancouver, the West School on the site of the present 

Aberdeen School, and the False Creek (first Mt. Pleasant) School. 1 ' 
Three of the four rooms of the West School were opened in Novem¬ 
ber, 1888, and the fourth in January, 1889. False Creek (Mt. 
Pleasant) School enrolled its first pupils in November, 1888.

The West School afforded accommodation to all children residing 
west of Abbott Street, with the exception of those in the Fifth 
Reader, who were permitted to remain in the East School to prepare 
for their High School Entrance Examinations. At the midsummer 
examinations, 1889, Miss Catherine McAllister and Miss Una Stitt 
passed the standard required for admission to a high school.

It became necessary to build a school in the central part of the 
city. Before August, 1889, a temporary two-room, frame structure 
was erected on the school grounds, behind a commodious, eight- 
room, red brick building, the Central School, then under construc¬ 
tion. 19 In this temporary building, Robert Law and Miss Hartney 
taught the two senior divisions of the Central School. 

Some members of Mr. Law’s class were engaged in advanced 
studies while awaiting the formal opening of Vancouver’s first 
high school centre. “There is every prospect”, says the Report on 
Vancouver Schools, written in the fall of 1889, “that the trustees 
will be in a position, at an early date, to make application under 
the provisions of the School Act, for the establishment of a High 

School in this city. 

Twelve more prospective high school pupils passed the entrance 
examinations in Vancouver, December, 1889.

Students of Vancouver’s High School in early days were deserving 
of the sobriquet, “pioneers”. Wilber Garratt, then living on Lulu 
Island, came to school each morning by pony and cart. He left 
home about 7:30 a.m. and drove by way of Eburne Bridge and 
the North Arm Road, now Granville Street — then a slit in the 
towering forest, dust in summer and mud in winter — to a stable 
which he rented. 32 His black pony cared for, he was ready for 
classes at 9 o’clock. Mr. Garratt records that one very cold winter 
when the Eburne Bridge was out and the roads impassable to 
wheeled vehicles, Lulu Island folk reached Vancouver by way of 
river ice and sleigh stage. Maggie Crawford lived on the south 
side of False Creek, in the neighborhood of what is now Cambie 
Street. No street car was nearby to transport her across a sturdy 
bridge to the high school’s door. Instead there was a rowboat at 
the creek’s edge and a pull ahead to the trail through the woods, 
and then an uphill climb to the school

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required by the Provincial Education Department and he resigned 
to accept the position of Superintendent of Education. J. C. Shaw 
was appointed to succeed him. 

Principal Shaw began his first year as head of Vancouver College 
in August, 1900. The new principal, who had lectured at Dalhousie 
before joining the staff in 1893, was not only one of the ablest of 
scholars but also an admirable administrator. It was he who was 

responsible for the choice of the school’s splendid mottoes, “tenax 

• • 

propositi” and u crescit eundo” which, states Professor G. E. Robin¬ 
son, “he regarded as a summons to earnest, energetic and persistent 
effort”. A “sophomore” attempt at free translation of the mottoes 
might read, “holding firmly to its purpose” and “it grows in 
influence as it advances towards its goal”. Students facetiously 
interpreted them as “a tough proposition” and “getting worse all 
the time”.

With the year 1900, Vancouver High School had completed its 
first decade. In ten years a high school class had become a college, 
nucleus of the future University of British Columbia. It was a 
matter “for surprise as well as for congratulation” recorded David 
Wilson, B.A., Provincial Inspector of Schools, that the city should 
maintain so complete a school system”.

1900, WAS A YOUNG, PRO- 


ANCOUVER, IN 
GRESSIVE CITY WITH A POPULATION OF 25,000. 


THE QUIET BUSINESS YEARS OF THE EARLY 
NINETIES HAD GIVEN WAY TO MORE PROSPEROUS 
ONES AS VANCOUVER BUSINESS FIRMS SUPPLIED THE 

necessities to men travelling the “Trail of ’98” to the Klondyke 
gold fields. In 1904, the first flush of the memorable real estate 
boom startled our citizens. In 1908 the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
Canadian Northern Railways were projected. Faster trains and 
more of them, and increased trans-Pacific steamship service to the 

Antipodes and the Orient,, augmented travel. In Vancouver’s 

0 

hinterland new industries were producing new towns and a wealth 
of products of mine, forest, and farm. Prairie development was 
stimulating the lumber trade. The impetus of national prosperity 
kept everybody busy, hopeful, and on the alert. 

By 1909 land values were soaring to dizzy heights. The city 
became a second Klondyke, one in which land was gold. “Buy city 
lots and grow rich”, was the cry. Our citizens bought and sold. 
Property changed hands over night, each successive sale at an 
increasingly fantastic price. Our newspapers told the world of the 
great days in store for those who would become our citizens. 

Population mounted from 24,750 in 1900 to 61,000 in 1907.

“One hundred thousand men in nineteen ten” rhymed the 
optimists. “Move her! Move her! Who? Vancouver!” screamed 
banners of a real “band wagon”, parading city streets. 

New districts opened up: Grandview, Fairview, Kitsilano. Indus¬ 
try flourished! The building trades struggled to meet the demand 
for new premises. The cry was for more! More men! More lumber! 
More streets! For more business blocks, more schools, more 
churches! More of everything! — Vancouver was becoming a 
metropolis. It was in this setting that Vancouver High School 
and College lived its second ten years. 

With the turn of the twentieth century the future of the institu- 
tion appeared most promising. The outcome, in 1900-1901, of a long 
and determined struggle to have university work recognized as the 
non-professional requirement for teachers’ certificates was welcomed 
by staff and pupils alike. 1 The revision of text books and the 
imminent introduction of competitive, departmental examinations 
was expected further to inspire progress. Transcending these 
influences was a surging of student interest in more than academic 
pursuits. With the regime of Principal Shaw, broader views on 
the nature of education prevailed. Students were encouraged in 
their desire to engage in extra-curricular activities. Participation in 
these not only - gave them further opportunity to discover new 
talents, but also the opportunity to develop initiative and a sense

In this banner year, 1903, students issued the College Wide 
Awake, one of the finest publications of the school’s entire fifty 
years. 4 The June issue, a souvenir number, told of the interest of 
the young ladies in the work of the boys’ debating club, of the 
prospect ol the girls also forming a debating society, and of plans 
for the organization of a Cadet Corps. The Wide Awake devoted 
siderable space to the achievements of its students, past and present. 

A section, “Who’s Who in the College ”, listed the names of 
many men, well known to Vancouver in 1940. E. K. DeBeck, now 
Provincial Superintendent of Brokers and Inspector of Credit 
Unions, was “Editor-in-Chief of the Wide Awake, President of the 
V.C.A.A. (Vancouver College Athletic Association), and of the 
Debating Society, halfback on Vancouver Seniors and winner of 
the Senior Athletic Trophy’’. W. A. Donaldson, British Columbia’s 
first Rhodes Scholar, was “Vice-Captain of the rugby team”.

3 “The houses in Fairview,” said Miss Eileen DesBrisay, writing 
in the College Argus of May, 1906, “are rather scattered as yet, 
although many new buildings are being erected. At the foot of 
the sidewalk running from the school to Ninth Avenue is a small 
waiting station where, on rainy days, the girls find shelter until 
their car comes 

Stretching north-east from the school to the newly constructed 
hospital is a strip of uncleared land. Here on the warm days 
many of the students enjoy their lunch and idle away the noon 
hour; while others spend their time exploring in the thicker 
woods to the south of the school 

The district also had its ravines. One touched the south-eastern 
boundary of the high school grounds and cut the thoroughfares, 
which in 1908 had been constructed only as far south as 11th 
Avenue. In the spring days the ravines were the haunt of “student 
fishermen, and more than one youth is reported to have caught a 
fair-sized trout during the lunch hour.

established. Cottages, with stove pipe chimneys, water wells, and 
gardens scratched between the roots of the clearings, dotted the 
land to the right and left of the interurban line. To the north lay 
a panorama of sea and shore; far beyond snow-clad mountains lay 
resplendent. From a point of vantage in the East End a pioneer 
settler spoke of the “grand view ”, and Grandview District it became. 

The years brought many families into that part of the city and 
by 1908 the four elementary schools of Grandview District- and 
the seven elementary schools elsewhere in the city were graduating 

increasing number of pupils, many of whom looked forward to 
entering high school. The midsummer of 1908 found Vancouver 
High School with an enrolment of 810, one hundred more than 

could be accommodated comfortably. To relieve overcrowding 
and, what was more important, to give convenient high school 
facilities to the students living in the East End, a high school 
centre was opened in rooms of the Seymour Elementary School. 

Its organization was in the capable hands of Mr. T. A. Brough,

First elementary school in South Vancouver was the “North Arm 
School”, built in 1885, corner of North Arm Road (Fraser Avenue) 
and River Road (Marine Drive). There followed: “South Van¬ 
couver” (Cedar Cottage-Lord Selkirk) School, 1894; “East Van¬ 
couver (Collingwood-Sir Guy Carleton) School, 1896; “West 
Vancouver” (Mountain View-Brock) School, 1901, and Eburne 
(Marpole) School, 1902. In 1910, South Vancouver Board of 
School Trustees decided to re-name the schools and offered a prize 
to the school submitting an acceptable list. “Cedar Cottage” won 
the prize, choosing names prominent in Canadian History. From 
August, 1908, to June, 1912, most high school students of South 
Vancouver Municipality, previously enrolled at Vancouver High 
School, were accommodated at Britannia High School. In 1912, 
South Vancouver (John Oliver) High School was organized. Mr. 
J. T. E. Palmer, B.A., (Cambridge), who, the previous year, had 
been a member of the staff of King Edward High School, was 
appointed principal. 

Point Grey School System had its origin in two, tiny frame build¬ 
ings, the Eburne (Marpole) School, and a rented building in 
D. L. 472. Both had been under the jurisdiction of South Van¬ 
couver Board of School Trustees until the Municipality of Point 
Grey was organized in 1908. The same year. Point Grey Board of 
School Trustees erected a two-room building on the site of Kerris- 
dale School, and, in 1909, another, on the site of Queen Mary 
School. Following the submission, in 1909, of a school by-law, 
two four-room buildings were erected, the one on the site of David 
Lloyd George School, the other, on the site of Shaughnessy School. 
The Point Grey Board, in 1912, organized a Superior School class 

for pupils who had passed their high school entrance examination. 
This class was the nucleus of Point Grey (Magee) High School, 
established the following year. The principal, Mr. Allan Bowles, 
B.A., was selected from the staff of King Edward High School. 

During the war period, 1914-1918, the problem of accommodation 
in Point Grey Municipality was acute and arrangements were made 
with the Vancouver School Board to allow high school pupils from 
Shaughnessy and West Point Grey Districts to attend city schools. 
In 1919 the contract was let for the second high school building in 
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Point Grey Municipality. Its site was a six-acre tract at the corner 
of 25th and Marguerite Street. The corner-stone of the new school 
was laid in September, 1919, by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, in 
whose honour the school was named. The first part of the building 
was occupied in September, 1920; it was fully completed early in 
1923. 12 The principal of the new school was Mr. E. A. Munro, B.A., 
who had been a member of the King Edward School staff from 

1911 to 1914. 13 

The site of Lord Byng, the third high school in the municipality, 
covering approximately ten acres in Block 167, D.L. 540, 16th 
Avenue between Wallace and Crown Streets, was donated to the 
municipality by the province in 1921.

CHAPTER VI.—WIDENING EDUCATIONAL HORIZONS 


Early in the summer of 1924 the Honorable J. D. MacLean, then 
Minister of Education for British Columbia, set up a school survey 
commission headed by Dr. J. H. Putnam and Dr. G. M. Weir, to 

make a study of the public school system of the province. 

« 

changes in high school organization and curriculum which followed 
the presentation of the report of the commission are the highlights 
of the last chapter in the history of the first fifty years of secondary 
education in Vancouver. 

In British Columbia in early days the most prevalent educational 
philosophy was the theory of “formal discipline.” The point of 
view of its advocates is well stated in a report by H. M. Stramberg, 
Principal of New Westminster High School, one of the ablest 
pioneer high school teachers of the province. 

There are still many of our citizens who think that high schools should partake 
more of the character of commercial colleges, and their chief aim would be to 
furnish the young with a convenient stock of knowledge that may be afterwards 
turned to profitable account in the every day business of life. Children are not 
slow to accept the opinion of their parents in educational matters, and I have 
found out that when once a pupil becomes possessed of these crude and mischiev¬ 
ous notions, very little can be done with him till he is convinced that many 
subjects must be studied for the mental discipline they afford, without regard to 
any direct or practical use they may be in the matter of earning a livelihood. 

From 1876, regardless of the prevalence of the philosophy of 
formal discipline, minor or major revisions of the provincial curri¬ 
culum, 2 including the extension of courses offered and the intro¬ 
duction of others, were not infrequent. New trends appeared. 
The introduction of commercial subjects and basic courses in art, 
manual training and domestic science led to the inception of 
specialized departments in these subjects, and in some cases to 
vocational schools. 

■f. 

With the rapid increase in opportunities for university graduates 
in the sciences, such subjects as physics, chemistry, botany, and 
biology became increasingly popular, and have continued to be so 
to the present. 

In 1908-09 a course in manual training was offered at Vancouver 
High School, its organization being in the capable hands of Mr. S. 
Northrop, later Supervisor of Manual Training in Vancouver 
Schools. 2 In the next year, Miss Elizabeth Berry, who introduced 
domestic science into elementary schools of Vancouver in 1905, and 
later became supervisor of Home Economics for the city, was in 
charge of the introduction of a course in sewing.

Inspiring leadership in the movement for a curriculum still more 
in keeping with the exigencies of an expanding business and 
industrial environment came from many quarters. In the Report 
of the Vancouver Board of School Trustees, 1909, the following 
appears above the name of Charles E. Hope, Chairman of the 

Board 

One of the first things to be taken up for a greater Vancouver is an entire 
re-organization of our High School, the underlying principle of which should be 
to make it a finishing school, and not merely a preparatory school for the Uni 
versity. Not one of ten pupils goes to the University; and why should the 
interests of the remaining nine be sacrificed to the one? The curriculum should 
be broadened and made more elastic. 4 

From 1914 onward, principals of Vancouver public schools, in 
formal meetings and in private study groups, prepared themselves 
to be in the van of a considerable army of educational reformers in 
the province. Earliest among the most active proponents of an 
up-to-date curriculum and the application of new scientific methods 
in education were Mr. Robert Sparling, Mr. Robert Straight and 
Major H. B. King. Mr. J. S. Gordon, who in 1912 had succeeded 
Mr. W. P. Argue as Superintendent of Vancouver Schools, was in a 
position to study the results of the pioneer work done by his pre 
decessor in the promotion of the Manual Arts, and in the extension 
of courses in Science. Superintendent Gordon gave conservative 
support to the movement for a more practical curriculum 

Many teachers, working through the British Columbia Teachers’ 
Federation, warmly endorsed the movement. Local educational 
associations, in particular the High School Teachers’ Association 
of the Lower Mainland (from 1935 called the Secondary School 
Teachers’ Association of the Lower Mainland) hastened the period 
of revision

Ill April, 1922, the British Columbia Teachers’ Federation, 
assembled in convention, respectfully requested the Provincial 
Education Department to set up the commission previously referred 

and Dr. J. H. Putnam and Dr. G. M. Weir were appointed 
commissioners in 1924. After many months of intensive study 
during which they visited key schools throughout British Columbia, 
they presented a comprehensive report which was published in 

1925. 5 

The commissioners told of a state of “intellectual torpor— 

markedly evident in certain sections and in many educational 

# 

institutions in British Columbia and other provinces”, 
explanation for this inherent conservatism in the minds of educators 
was said to be the formal discipline theory. The commissioners, 
having re-stated it in terms of the “discarded faculty psychology”, 
detailed their criticism. 6 They explained that individuals had not 
one memory faculty but many, that people had “good memories 
for certain things, usually those that appeal to their interests, and 
a shockingly bad memory for others”. 7 They implied that the other 
faculties were similarly non-integrated, and challenged the belief 
that by a process of transfer of training, a study of history would 
improve memory and judgment, not only for history but also for 
things in general, or that a study of Latin would develop the habits 
of concentration for use in other fields, or a study of the admittedly 
obsolete parts of the subject matter of algebra, geometry and formal 
grammar had any high value in training the reasoning faculty for 

use in the situations of adult life. 

In summing up their case, the commissioners pointed out that a

Recommendations of the commission particularly affecting the 
organization and curriculum of high schools of Vancouver included 
the following: The establishment of middle schools (Junior High 
Schools) for pupils from twelve to fifteen years of age; the offering 
of optional courses in the middle school wherever possible; the 
giving of graduation diplomas to all pupils who complete a three 
year middle school course; the offering of a three year course beyond 
the middle school for (a) a graduation diploma, (b) normal 
entrance (for a second class teacher’s certificate), (c) commercial 
raduation, (d) university matriculation (renamed in 1940, uni 
versity entrance); provision, in the timetable of every middle and 
high school, for not less than two periods of forty minutes each per 
week, in games or physical exercises; the high schools’ acceptance 
of part-time students; the consultation of the Department of Educa 
tion and the University authorities looking towards the establish 
ment of a system of accredited high schools. Most of the above 
recommendations have, since 1925, been put into practice by the 
authorities concerned 

Between December, 1925, and December, 1926, School Board 
by-laws authorizing the spending of some three-quarters of a million 
dollars for the construction of Templeton and Kitsilano Junior 
High Schools were approved by Vancouver ratepayers 

The year 1927 was Junior High School year in Vancouver 
The first units of both Kitsilano and Templeton Junior High 
Schools were begun in January. In September, fifty-five teachers, 
largely chosen from the staffs of the elementary schools of the city, 
began the tuition of some seventeen hundred students in these two 
institutions.

The erection of the junior high schools relieved overcrowding in 
the elementary schools of their areas. More important, the estab¬ 
lishment of these large intermediate schools made possible an 
enlarged and extended background of experiences, ample provision 
for common integrating education, abundant facilities for the 
progressive discovery and experimental direction of pupils’ interests, 
aptitudes, and abilities, and adequate provision for individual 
differences. It is significant that the Junior High School movement 
resulted in the revitalizing of the work of the high schools of the 
province. 

The year 1927 was a banner one in Vancouver in another respect. 

In June, a by-law, amounting to $350,000, for the erection and 

equipping of Vancouver Technical School, was submitted to the 
ratepayers. 

twenty-one acres on Broadway East for the sum of $14,000.00. 

Although a mooted Metropolitan Technical Area, embracing 
Vancouver and neighboring municipalities, had not been set up by 
December, 1927, the Vancouver Board of School Trustees held to 
the principle of one large well-equipped Technical School for 
greater Vancouver; students from the various municipalities were 
to be admitted on equitable terms. The Provincial Government 
contributed towards the cost of the Technical School building. 

The Vancouver Technical School, one of the finest of its kind in 
the Dominion of Canada, was completed in time for use in the Fall 
term, 1928. The school was formally opened, November 30, 1928, 
by the Honorable Joshua Hinchliffe, Provincial Minister of 
Education. 

On January 1, 1929, the municipalities of South Vancouver and 
Point Grey were joined with Vancouver to form the greater city. 

The nine members of the Board of School Trustees, whose respons¬ 
ibility it was to consolidate and administer what had been three 
separate school systems, were fully cognizant of the work involved. 

Two had been members of the South Vancouver Board prior to 
amalgamation; two were former members of the Point Grey Board, 
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and three of the previous Board of Vancouver City. They entered 
upon their new tasks with vision and enthusiasm 

The splendid position of Vancouver Public Schools in 1940 bears 
testimony to the foresight and zeal of those public-spirited citizens 
who have served as members of Boards of School Trustees, together 
with the administrators and teachers under their charge. They 
have spared no effort to give to each student the opportunity of 
obtaining his or her highest well-being within the limits prescribed

Many important milestones mark the internal history of the 
pioneer high school s third decade, 1910-1920. As King Edward 
High School the institution was administered successively by three 
principals: Mr. S. W. Mathews, M.A. (Queen’s), 1909-18; Mr. S. J. 
Willis, B.A. (McGill), 1918-19; 1 Mr. G. A. Fergusson, B.A. (Toronto),

Principal Mathews had joined the staff of 
Vancouver High School in 1902. His work 
in the establishment and extension of its 
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Commercial Department laid the foundation 
of our city’s commercial high schools. His 
gift for organization and detail led to the 
systematic collection and preservation of the 
school’s records and, in due course, found 
fuller scope in his career as Registrar, Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia. Many mile¬ 
stones mark his tenure of office. 

In July, 1912, sixty-five members of the school’s splendid Cadet 
Corps journeyed to Australia and New Zealand.

Debating team. Students of Victoria High School, led by Mr. 
F. G. C. Wood, a member of its staff, were keen competitors. 
Provisions governing the awarding of the cup called for at least 
two debates each year. The initial series was won by King Edward 
High School, represented by Bert Langlois, John Cornyn, Willard 
McLellan and Clifford Stone. John Cornyn’s brilliant performance 
so impressed a prominent member of parliament he had a special 
medal struck for him. In succeeding years other high schools 
entered the competition and the inter-city debates became a feature 
of the school year. 

The plethora of publications, which from the demise of the 
College Argus in 1909, had short but scintillating careers, gave way 
in June, 1913, to the Matric Annual , with Miss Leonie Lalonde as 
Editor-in-chief. 7 This was followed by the High School Argus; 
the staff was headed by Wilford M. Mathers. 

When war began in 1914, the pioneer school was twenty-four 
years old. From 1890 hundreds of Vancouver’s most promising 
youth had attended the institution. The school records chronicle 
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the part played by her students in the cause of freedom.

During the war, staff and students of King Edward High School, 
together with those of other schools in the city and province, did 
much on the home front. Girls, guided by the city’s nursing staff, 
made bandages and dressings for the Red Cross; boys prepared 
splints. Cadets and others helped on tag days and did their share 
in gathering money to buy planes. Both staff and student body 
gave generous contributions to Patriotic Funds and other worthy 
objects. In 1918, students entered the Victory Loan Drive and 
were successful in raising many thousands of dollars. Early in the 
summer of 1918, many youths left school to become “Soldiers of 
the Soil”, and, by working on farms, helped to replenish the 
country’s food supplies. In this year 1940 another staff and other 
students are gladly sharing similar responsibilities, that individual 
freedom, saved for them by the last war, shall be the birthright 
of their successors. 

During the war years, King Edward High School offered King 
and Empire eight hundred and fifty-one sons, of which number 
one hundred and one made the supreme sacrifice; several of her 
daughters served as V.A.D.’s overseas and brought honor to their 
sex, their calling, and their country. They are not forgotten. The 
honor roll of the school, covering almost the entire length of the

north side of the front hall, is a daily reminder of the part they 
played. Their high courage and infinite unselfishness is the theme 

0 

of each Remembrance Day Service. Few of the thousands who, 
through the years, in spirit or in act, have placed their red poppies 
at the foot of the cross of sacrifice will ever forget the deep signi¬ 
ficance of the occasion. 

Outstanding student leaders, in the period 1910-19, included the 
Lord brothers, Fred, William (Brick), Arthur, and Harry, and later, 
Frank. No family has contributed more to the good name and 
splendid performance of the school in every field of activity. The 
record of Wilford (Ford) W. Mathers epitomizes that of many of 
Vancouver’s splendid sons. After a notable career as student, 

debater, and athlete, Ford enlisted, went overseas,—did not return.

In his death and the loss of those who, like him, had special gifts 
of leadership, Canada and the Empire faced the post-war period 
infinitely the poorer. 

King Edward had her share of successes in every field of sport 
but more especially in boys’ basketball and in the major sport of 
rugby. The school’s rugby fifteens continued to follow the splendid 

tradition of their predecessors. The King Edward team of 1912-13, 
winner of both Province and Thomson Cups, was captained by 
Lyall Fraser, an outstanding rugby player, and the 1913-14 team by 
Marcus Grimmett, one of King Edward’s most famous athletes. 
Succeeding them were such doughty captains as Frank Rolston, 
Harry Lord, Val Gwyther, William (Mick) Rolston, and others. 

The girls’ basketball team, in 1914-15, competed for the Mac¬ 
Donald Cup, presented by Mr. D. A. MacDonald, teacher of 
Victoria High School, for inter-city high school contests in accord- 
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ance with the Thomson Cup rules. In the season 1916-17, the 
basketball girls, captained by Miss Norma Cordingly, 9 were success¬ 
ful in defeating Victoria, thus bringing the cup to the mainland 
for the first time. In this period, also, girls of the hockey team 
played many strenuous Thomson Cup games. They were trained 
by Mr. B. J. Wood, who had succeeded to the coaching duties of 
Mr. J. T. E. Palmer when he resigned to become principal of South 
Vancouver High School. 

Track and Field Sports continued to be the highlight of the 
athletic year. In 1912, King Edward invited students of Britannia 
High School to participate in her May track meet. 

Vancouver and North Vancouver entered teams. Competition was 
never keener, and King Edward students exerted themselves to the 
utmost to defend their laurels. In this year, 1913, Willard McLellan 
of King Edward won the Senior Track Championship, and with 
it the Murray Cup, presented by Mr. C. W. Murray, then secretary, 
and formerly a chairman, of Vancouver School Board. Marcus 
Grimmett, entering both shotput and hurdles, and therefore unable 
to qualify for the Murray Cup, was brilliant. A. Easson defeated 
Abercrombie of Britannia in the 220 junior race; O. Richardson 
and A. Knowling led in the boys’ juvenile events, 
laghan and Miss K. (Timmie) McGeer were outstanding among 
the girls of King Edward High School. 

The year 1915 was featured by the splendid work of the school 
orchestra and the glee club. A musical cantata, “The Flower 
Queen ”, was presented with the assistance of members of the 
Vancouver Musical Society’s Orchestra. 

In 1916, King Edward, along with the other high and elementary 
schools of the city, began the fall term in September rather than 
in August. In 1917, the appointment of Miss A. B. Jamieson as 
lady vice-principal introduced a policy long advocated by Mrs. 
Irene Moody, member of the Vancouver Board of School Trustees, 
of having a woman as well as a man in that position. Miss Jamieson 
assumed duties comparable with those of a university dean of 
women.

In November, 1917, King Edward High School was host to His 
Excellency the Duke of Devonshire, Governor-General of Canada. 
The occasion was marked by the presentation of the Governor- 
General’s Silver Medal to Miss Dorothy Blakey, who had gained 
first place in the June matriculation examinations. Miss Blakey s 
achievement preserved unbroken King Edward’s scholastic record 
of furnishing the successful candidate in the twenty-three years 
that the award had been offered. 

Other head students, 1910-1919, were: Alfred F. Brown, Dorothy 
N. Hornby, Edna M. Taylor, Evelyn S. Story, Chas. G. Smith, Geo. 

F. Fountain, William Ure, Leonard B. Wrinch, and Annie M. 

«• 

Anderson. Former students of King Edward High School, chosen 
Rhodes Scholars in 1914, 1916, and 1919, respectively, were B. E. 
Atkins, E. W. Berry, and L. A. Mills. 

In 1918, as a result of an educational enquiry looking into the 
efficiency of the Vancouver School System, the Commissioners, the 
Rev. Principal Vance of the Anglican College, and the Rev. 
Principal MacKay of Westminster Hall, recommended, among 
other things, the reorganization of King Edward High School and 
the placing of the Commercial and Technical Departments under 
separate heads. This led to the transfer of the commercial classes 
of King Edward High School to quarters in the Cecil Rhodes build¬ 
ing under the principalship of Mr. S. W. Mathews. 

In September, 1918, Mr. S. J. Willis, M.A., honors graduate of 
McGill University, was appointed Principal of King Edward High 
School. As Headmaster of Victoria High School and, subsequently, 
as a member of the faculty of the University of British Columbia, 
Mr. Willis had won an enviable reputation. When in November, 

4r ' 

1919, he was called upon to assume the position of Superintendent 
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of Education for the Province of British Columbia, his resignation 
evoked universal regret. 

During Mr. Willis’ incumbency, King Edward High School, 
together with other schools of the city and province, closed their 
doors because of the prevalence of the Spanish influenza, a plague 
more devastating than war itself. Overnight, the King Edward High 
School building became an emergency hospital. 12 Class-rooms were 
cleared of desks and converted into hospital wards, and many of 
Vancouver’s teachers offered their services as assistants to doctors 
and nurses. The halls no longer overflowed with noisy, eager boys 
and girls. White-robed doctors, nurses, and orderlies glided night 
and day through silent halls on their anxious duties. In those 
strange, heart-breaking weeks death prevailed in an institution 
accustomed to youthful, pulsating life. When at last the pestilence 
abated and sick wards again became class-rooms, the long history 
of King Edward had been tragically enriched by the experience of 
this unique service to the community. 

King Edward has had her lighter moments, one of the best 
remembered being “Loud Tie and Sock Day’’ or “Sock and Pig-Tail 
Day’’ (memories of plaited hair and ink-wells). The “Sox Day’’ of 
1919 was both an epitome and a finale. Students arrived at the 
school on Friday morning in socks and garments of almost every 
conceivable colour and style. Clothes ran all the way from grand¬ 
father’s discarded dress suit to Aunt Sally’s hoop-skirt, and rompers 
and overalls were in evidence. One rule alone seemed to be 
observed,—colors must clash with greatest discord. 

Students, on their promise of “just a march around the block’’, 
were allowed to set out. Led by over-exuberant, self-appointed 
leaders, they marched around the block and on, down Broadway to 
Granville and from thence into town. King George High School was 
serenaded, as were many business premises and hotels. At last the 
motley crew broke ranks at Cambie Street grounds, where a carnival 
was in progress. 

Some returned to school on that Friday afternoon, but others, the 
most guilty culprits, on Monday morning. These found their regular 
classes closed to them. One by one they faced a memorable and 
solemn inquisition, presided over, jointly, by the Principal, and by 
the Municipal Inspector of Schools who represented the Provincial 
Department of Education. Suspension from school for a period 
approximating ten days was threatened and students were obliged 
to sign solemn, written promises of future good behaviour, which 
their parents were required to confirm. 

When Spring came the next year, students were more than happy 
to join with the staff in a “Colours’ Day’’ and King Edward playing 
field was the scene of a very orderly and enthusiastic ceremony, 
dedicated to healthy school spirit and the recording of the splendid 
traditions of the “Blue and White’’. 13

CHAPTER II.—TWENTY YEARS 


On the resignation of Principal S. J. Willis in November, 1919, 
G. A. Fergusson, B.A., was appointed to succeed him. Mr. Fergusson 
was an honour graduate in Classics of Toronto University. After 
having taught for some years in Ontario, he joined the staff of 
Britannia High School in 1913. While on leave from Britannia, 
Mr. Fergusson served overseas during the World War and was 
wounded at the Battle of Amiens in August, 1918. On his return 
home he rejoined the Britannia staff, which institution he continued 
to serve until his promotion to the Principalship of King Edward 
High School. 

Mr. Fergusson brought to his new office not only ability and 
experience, but also breadth of vision and enthusiasm. He was a 
man of intellectual honesty and superior judgment, one in whom 
idealism and realism were well balanced. He was keenly interested 
in sports, and gave inspiration to the Cadet Corps and to every 
other worthy high school activity. Under his leadership the school 
made steady progress. 






Many outstanding incidents mark the years of Mr. Fergusson’s 
regime: The shaping of the King Edward crest and the adoption 
of the motto “Ad Summum

King Edward High School in the fall of 1922 again played the 
role of foster-parent in accommodating the classes of the Fairview 
Junior High School, organized in the summer of that year. The 
completion of two frame buildings on the south-east corner of the 
campus in the summer of 1923, enabled the Junior High School 
classes to take instruction, save in boys’ shop work, in their own 
quarters. 

In 1925 a four-year course in Home Economics, with full matric¬ 
ulation credit, was offered at King Edward High School, 
inception of this course marked the consummation of years of effort 
on the part of Miss Elizabeth Berry, Supervisor of Domestic Science 
in Vancouver Public Schools. 5 Principal Fergusson, from the time 
of his assumption of office, had given Miss Berry strong and persist¬ 
ent support in her effort to convince the authorities of the wisdom 
of the movement. He, more than any other, was responsible for the 
final decision. The introduction of this course on an equality with 
the traditional matriculation subjects was a first and most important 
step towards the broadening of the academic curriculum. 

On Mr. Fergusson’s assumption of office, in 1919, the staff of King 
Edward High School, then completing its thirtieth year, numbered

In 1928. King Edward High School suffered the loss of its beloved 
principal. On Friday afternoon, January 6, Mr. Fergusson 
his office as usual, long after most of his colleagues had departed. 
In the early hours of Sunday morning, January 8, a shocked com¬ 
munity learned of his death. On the occasion of his funeral, a 
memorial service was held in the King Edward Auditorium, where 
Principal Brown of Union Theological College, a university class¬ 
mate and close friend of Mr. Fergusson, spoke with full knowledge

and sympathy. Staff and students, who lined the avenue in front 

of the school, witnessed the passing of the funeral procession with 
heavy hearts. 

The Armistice Day Service, November 11, 1929, was the occasion 
of the unveiling of a bronze bas-relief plaque of the late principal. 
The Rev. G. O. Fallis’ simple words of dedication will live as long 
as records of great Canadian schoolmen remain: 

I now unveil this plaque of the late Mr. George Arthur Fergusson. May its 

presence in the school remind the students of today, and the students of all the 

years to come who may here attend, that once there presided in this place a 

man who incarnated in himself the highest virtues, and may his noble spirit 
descend upon them all”.9 

After Mr. Fergusson’s untimely death, the late R. W. Suter, then 

Vice-Principal, administered the school to the term ending in June, 

1928. In the summer of 1928, Dr. J. Roy Sanderson was appointed 

principal. Dr. Sanderson had received his B.A. degree from Toronto 

University in 1907, and his Master’s in 1910, after having graduated 

in the meantime from Knox College in Theology. In 1912, his 

work on “Ethics in Relation to the Evolutionary Theory’’ won for 

him his Doctor’s Degree in Philosophy. After spending the winter 

of 1912-13 in Japan and China, Dr. Sanderson came to Vancouver. 

Fie joined the staff of Lord Tennyson School in August, 1913, and 

became a “charter member’’ of the staff of King George High 

School, August, 1914. Dr. Sanderson has given to King Edward 

High School the vision, the organizing ability, and the enthusiasm 

which, from the first, has characterized his professional work and 

his many interests outside the classroom. Under him the school has 

continued to be in the forefront in every field of educational 
endeavour. 

In December, 1928, King Edward High School added a monthly 
newspaper, the Blue and White, to its long list of publications. 
Although in recent years the size of the Blue and White has been 
changed and the number of its issues reduced, the paper still carries 
out the policy of its first editorial board. It is an “open forum 
where every student and master may be able to put forward his

He had headed the 
Department of English and History for many years; his work in the 
Debating and Dramatic Clubs had contributed much to their 
success; he had taken an active interest in the work of the Goodwill 
Society and the League of Nations. Especially did he devote himself 

to the task of forwarding social justice. In a pamphlet, Facing the 

• • 

Facts, Mr. Grant pointed to glaring economic injustices and chal¬ 
lenged reform. His first published volume of poems, Leaves of 
Empire (Ryerson Press, 1919), dealt largely with reconstruction and 
social democracy. In his allegoric drama, 

Rameses”, the play which he dedicated to the school, the theme 
was the same—wrongs inflicted, a day of judgment sure and, in the 
end, justice for all. King Edward High School was a better place 
because these three lived. 

The late R. W. Suter retired in 1935, and Miss G. D. Burris, for 
18 years a member of the staff, in 1936. Dr. A. W. Vining resigned 
in 1938, and Mr. A. J. Michelmore the following year. Two members 
of the 1940 staff, Miss K. H. McQueen and Mr. A. W. Ross, can 
reflect with satisfaction upon the completion of thirty years of 
teaching in King Edward High School. During their period of 
appointment they have helped to equip many thousands of high 
school youth to live the full life. King Edward High School has had 
no more valued teachers than these. 

King Edward High School’s latest 20 years have been marked by 
many of the characteristics which, from its inception in 1890 as 
Vancouver High School, have featured every decade. Especially 
since 1935, have rapid advances been made in curriculum, in 
enrolment, in expansion of accommodation and in co-curricular 
activity.

Dr. J. Roy Sanderson, from his assumption of office in September, 
1928, had experimented considerably in an effort to provide for the 

individual requirements of his students. In the academic year

1930-31 he had approved of a year’s trial of the Dalton Plan. Three 

• j m 

members of the staff, Messrs. W. E. Grant, W. Y. McLeish, and 
A. Sutherland, were responsible for the progress in all subjects of 
a group of more than a hundred first-year students. The results 
were very satisfactory and the general work of the school has profited 
in many ways since as a result of the experiment. 

The provision made by the Department of Education for the 
granting of credits to students who had completed only a portion 
of the matriculation course made necessary the offering of partial 
courses. Students taking these were first accommodated at King 
Edward in the academic year 1930-31 when, in a class of thirty-two, 
twenty-nine followed different time-table programmes, 
the dis-establishment of the Fairview Junior High School made 
possible the extension of courses in Home Economics, in Metal

Work, and in Commercial options. King Edward for the first time

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offered courses leading to high school graduation as well 
Junior and Senior Matriculation and Normal Entrance, and thus 
became what is known as a composite high school. From September, 
1934, it was deemed expedient to abolish altogether the traditional 
class’’ method of making a time-table. Henceforth the unit of 
organization was the student rather than the class, and classes 
were arranged on the basis of the number of students applying for 
a course. Recent curriculum changes include the establishment of 
a Vocational Guidance Clinic conducted by Mr. M. W. Mitchell; 
the addition of courses in Music, Journalism, and Dramatics, and 
the organization of a Vocational Foods Class. In 1938 students 
were given the opportunity of making their own time-tables, an 
innovation new to the high schools of British Columbia. 

Head students, 1920-1928, were: Flora M. Aske, Marjorie Thor- 
burn, Doris C. McKay, Fred B. Johnston, Kathleen P. Baird, Arthur 
P. Costanzo, Donald L. Layman, Malcolm H. Hebb, and Dorothy 
Hardie. Former students of King Edward High School, chosen 
Rhodes Scholars in this period, were: W. H. Coates (1920); L. W. 
McLennan (1922); N. A. Robertson (1923); A. E. Grauer (1927). 

Scholarship winners during the thirties were: Sam L. Lipson, 
Junior Matriculation (1929-30); Dagmar Lieven, Junior Matricu¬ 
lation (1931-32), Senior Matriculation (1932-33); Elspeth C. Munro, 
Junior Matriculation (1937-38). 

In the middle thirties King Edward enrolment began to increase 
to a point unforeseen a short time before. In addition to a greater 

influx of pupils from the elementary schools of the district, were 

* 

many pupils who came from other districts. 972 students enrolled 
in 1933-34, in the next year there were 1,126, and in 1935-36, 
1,290. By 1939 enrolment had reached the fifteen hundred mark 
and the staff had increased from thirty-three in 1933-34 to fifty 
in 1938-39, 20 in order to take care of the many high school gradua¬ 
tion courses offered at King Edward. 

There arose the problem of providing adequate accommodation. 
In December, 1938, H. N. MacCorkindale, Superintendent of Van¬ 
couver Schools, reported ‘Very bad conditions of overcrowding” in 
King Edward. 21 Alterations were effected which considerably 
increased school accommodation. The latest addition to the school 
plant has been the construction of a splendid gymnasium, which 
was officially opened in the spring of 1940. 

In line with the extension of the curriculum and the expansion 
which accompanied it, has been a tremendous increase in the 
co-curricular activities of the schools. Most venerable, and, in point 
of service, the most distinguished organization, is the Literary and 
Debating Society, for forty years an institution in Vancouver (King 
Edward) High School. When movies were in their infancy and the 
radio unknown, the Literary and Debating Society, working with 
the Athletic Association, a co-ordinating body, was a clearing-house 
for the best in the institution’s literary, dramatic, and musical 
activities. The staff of the school, from the first, had given the 


as to 


<« 
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society its active support, and the names of Mr. Thomas Pattison, 
Mr. Brough, Miss Jamieson, Mr. Miller, Mr. Grant, and Mr. Ogilvie 

are written large in its records. 

In recent years the society has had to extend itself to compete, 
successfully, with the many-sided attractions of our complex 
school and community environment. Mr. Ogilvie, present sponsor, 
having pointed out that “Resurgam” is its motto, thus epitomized 
the point of view of those who, from year to year, have given the 
society the benefit of their ability and enthusiasm: 

“Our duty to ourselves and our successors will not be adequately discharged 
until we have again reached a standard of literary taste and debating skill. 
commensurate with the commanding dignity of a school which stands upon a 
height conspicuous in the eyes of all men”. 

Traditional clubs have been augmented by a host of others, 
the 52 organizations which the student body supported in 1940, the 
most important is the School Union. This body, first mooted by 
Principal Sanderson on his assumption of office in September, 1928, 
and established in the early thirties, does the work formerly the 
province of the Literary and Athletic Association and the Board 

of Prefects. 22 

The School Union is composed of all students in good standing 
who pav a fee of one dollar. Its executive, the School Union 
Council, on which sit representatives of the staff and student body, 
is responsible for the financing of all co-curricular activities. 

School Union, however, has functions beyond that of a business 
organization. It is, in essence, a student democracy. Its Council, 
comparable in some respects to a Provincial Legislative Assembly, 
is elected by citizens of the school community who pay taxes in the 
form of membership fees. Its inner executive (Cabinet) is elected 
by the Council and acts in accordance with the wishes of these 

representatives. In the school year 1939-40, 95 per cent of the 
student body were members of the School Union, and this organiza¬ 
tion, the sole collecting and distributing agency in the school, had 

an income of $4,000 and an expenditure amounting to $3,800. The 

co-operation of students and teachers, manifest in the work of the 
School Union, is a major factor in producing a school spirit worthy 

of the institution’s best traditions. 

In 1940, staff and students of the towered grey school on the hill, 
King Edward to the present generation, Vancouver High School to 
an earlier, celebrated a continuity of institutions, customs, and 
traditions covering half a century. A memorable past bespeaks a 
glorious future.

1 he story of Britannia High School dates from Monday, August 
24, 1908. On that day sixty-nine high school students, many of them 
formerly enrolled at Vancouver High School, began work in the 
Seymour Elementary School building. Their teachers were Mr. 
T. A. Brough, B.A. (Queen’s), specialist in English and History, 
and Mr. I. Crombie, M.A. (Acadia), specialist in Mathematics. 
Mr. Brough held the principalship until 1918, when he was 
appointed Assistant Municipal Inspector of Vancouver Schools. 

From the first, well-defined policies were kept steadily in view. 
The school was to be one large family, and exclusive sets or clubs 
were taboo. This principle fostered the “Britannia Spirit”, felt 
alike by inspectors and visitors. It was arranged, with the warm 
approval of Mr. W. P. Argue, City Superintendent of Schools, that 
every boy should take Manual Training, and every girl, Home 
Economics. During the ten years of Mr. Brough’s term of office 
this practice was maintained, and without any lowering of the high 
standards set in academic subjects. With an increase of staff, 
teachers were to specialize, each taking his class through to 
graduation in his particular department. 

From the beginning extra-curricular activities found a place. The 
Literary Society held weekly meetings, an important item on the 

programme being the reading of the school paper, The Pioneer.

In 1909, Mr. F. J. Mayers, B.A. (Man.), specialist in Science, 
Miss Ethel Fonda, specialist in Home Economics, and Mr. A. E. 
Hutton, specialist in Manual Training and Drawing, began work 
in the school. 2 During his long term of service, Mr. Mayers 
devoted himself unselfishly to the training of the girls in sports, 
especially grass hockey. In the spring of 1914, he took a group of 
Britannia High School girls to the King Edward High School 
playing field where, with borrowed sticks, he gave them their first 
hockey practice against a team from King Edward High School. 
Mr. Mayers was made Vice-Principal in 1918. Miss Fonda’s work, 
during many years, upheld the honor of her Alma Mater, the Pratt 
Institute. Mr. Hutton, at the end of a few months, to the regret of 
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all, resigned to take up a 

was succeeded by Mr. W. A. Hill who came from Bristol University. 

In January, 1910, the high school classes were transferred to the 
north wing of the present structure, the first to be finished, 
this year the name “East” High School gave place to the 
Britannia High School”. A coat-of-arms was adopted, the figure 
of Britannia occupying the central position. The motto was that 
of the Marquis of Dulferin, Per vias rectas, “Straight-forward”. 
Red, green and white were chosen as the school colors. 

Britannia High School had fielded its first rugby team, coached 

by Mr. I. Crombie, in September, 1908. In 1912, representatives of 

Britannia joined with King Edward athletes in the pioneer school s 

annual sports’ day. In this first Inter-High Track and Field Meet, 

Hamish Cameron of Britannia won the senior championship and 
the Murray Cup.

first official Vice-Principal, and in 1918 succeeded Mr. Brough. The 
organization and coaching of the Britannia Cricket Club was his 
special contribution to sport. In 1934 he retired after twenty-four 
years of devoted service. 

Miss M. Elizabeth Grenfell, B.A. (Queen’s), specialist in French, 
also joined the staff in 1910. At an early date she adopted the 
Direct Method of teaching, with splendid results. For many years 
she was honorary president of the girls’ grass hockey club. 

Mr. L. W. Taylor, B.A. (Queen’s), C.A., Commercial specialist, 

Mr. G. A. Fergusson, B.A. (Tor.), specialist in Classics, and Mr. 

W. J. Fee, M.A. (Man.), specialist in German and French, were 
appointed in 1913. 

Mr. Taylor taught the “touch system” of typing, and proved its 
value. He organized a Cadet Corps, trained in later years by Mr. H. 
Northrop, B.A. (McGill), M.A. (U. B. C.), in which all the boys of 
the school were enrolled. In 1926, their rooms being needed, the 
Commercial classes were moved out, and organized later as the 
Grandview High School of Commerce, with Mr. Taylor as principal. 

Mr. Fergusson gave himself without reserve to the various 
interests of the school. The boys owed much to his assistance in 
their sports. Most of all, the school was indebted to him for his 
organization of the Glee Club. Miss Eva Alexander proved a highly 
efficient accompanist. In 1919, Mr. Fergusson was promoted to the 
principalship of King Edward High School. 

Mr. Fee had supplemented his Canadian educational training by 
five years’ study and teaching in Germany and France. It was 
fitting, therefore, that he should be chosen chairman of the British 
Columbia Regional Committee of the American-Canadian group of 
Educationists which, in 1924-27, made a survey of Modern Language 

instruction. In Britannia he will long be remembered for the 
annual rendering of the Christmas Carols which he led. In this 
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artistic production Miss Catherine McNiven, B.A. (Dal.), appointed 
in 1914, and Mr. W. A. Hill, ably associated themselves. Miss 
McNiven led the orchestra, and Mr. Hill prepared slides on Nativity 
works of art, throwing these on the screen to illustrate the theme of 
each carol. The Adeste Fideles was sung in Latin. 




During the Great War, the staff provided four men for overseas 
service—Mr. G. A. Fergusson, Mr. A. D. Banting, B.A. (Tor.), 
appointed in 1916, Mr. G. MacKay, M.A. (Aberdeen), a brilliant 
mathematical scholar, appointed 1911, and Mr. L. W. Taylor. 
Almost a hundred Britannia graduates took part in the great 
struggle and fifteen made the supreme sacrifice.

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JOHN OLIVER HIGH SCHOOL 


John Oliver High School is, at present, one of the largest schools 

in the Vancouver system. It is a composite high school, offering to 

students a full range of courses in its academic, commercial, home 

economics, and technical departments, from Grade IX to Senior 
Matriculation. 


In the days before “John Oliver”, originally South Vancouver 
High School, was established, high school students of South Van- 

municipality attended either King Edward or Britannia. 
By 1912 the municipality had grown apace and its public school 
population had begun to be numbered not in hundreds, as in 1906, 

but in 


couver 


thousands. Consequently, South Vancouver Board of 

School Trustees, acting upon the advice of the late Lieut.-Col. 

Alexander Graham, Inspector of South Vancouver Schools, decided 
upon the establishment of 


a municipal high school centre. 

In September, 1912, South Vancouver High School came into 
existence. The school was accommodated in three rooms of the old 


Selkirk building, located at Cedar Cottage, about three miles from 
the present site. 


Mr. J. T. E. Palmer was promoted from King 
Edward High School to assume the principalship, which post he 
continues to fill with distinction. Miss J. J. MacKenzie, the other 
teacher appointed, came from Revelstoke, and is still on the staff. 
There were two Grade IX classes, with a total enrolment of 


fifty-eight. 

Since that time the school has steadily grown from an enrolment 

of 58 to one of 1540, from a staff of two to a teaching body of 52. 

and from a plant of one small building to one of no less than ten 

separate buildings. The actual location of the school has twice 

been changed. The first change was in 1913, when the school was 

moved to the site of the present Fleming School (then known as the 

General Gordon School). This was necessary to accommodate 

enrolment of 148, an increase due in part to the offering of a three- 
year high school course. 

In 1914, a commercial course was added to the academic, and 
manual training courses were also offered. By this time, the enrol¬ 
ment had risen to 235, and the staff had increased to seven. Mr.

H. N. MacCorkindale, present Superintendent of Schools in Van¬ 
couver, joined the teaching body in this year. 

The next change of location was made in 1921, when the school 
moved to its present site. 


The new building, comprising twelve

University of British Columbia. 

By 1926 the school had again outgrown its accommodation. The 
enrolment was 961 and the staff numbered twenty-six teachers. In 
















this year the second unit of the school was opened by Dr. H. J. T. 
Coleman, Dean of the Faculty of Arts, University of British 
Columbia. The new building added eight (since increased to 
eleven) classrooms to the school. 

In 1929, the Municipality of South Vancouver amalgamated with 
the City of Vancouver. The school, accordingly, came under the 
jurisdiction of the Vancouver School Board. 

In the following year, four more buildings were added to the 

f • 

school plant. These were the former MacKenzie Elementary School 
building and its three annexes, which are now in use as the Com¬ 
mercial and Technical Departments. Present accommodation was 
available from January 23, 1940, when Dr. G. M. Weir, Minister 
of Education, opened the new $47,000.00 gymnasium. 

The school has an impressive record of successes in many fields. 
During the past twenty years, no less than twenty-three scholarships 
and Governor-GeneraPs Medals have been won by its students in 
the Matriculation examinations.

MAGEE HIGH SCHOOL 


In August, 1913, the Municipality of Point Grey established its 

name of Point Grey High School, 
upper room of the Eburne Elementary School 
until the first unit of the high school building, corner 49th Avenue 
West and Maple Street, was completed at Easter, 1914. The 
Point Grey High School” had scarcely become familiar before it 
was changed to “King George V” and, as there was a King George 
High School in the City of Vancouver, considerable confusion 
followed. Pupils and residents of the district persisted in calling 

it “Magee” High School, after Hugh Magee, pioneer farmer, who 
took up land in the district in 1867. 
the academic year 1926-27. 

From the foundation of the institution, Mr. Allan Bowles, B.A., 
has been its principal. The initial enrolment was thirtv-one, 23 first 
year and 8 second year students. Highest enrolment to date has been 
1030; during 1940, 954 students attended. The first graduating 
class consisted of eight students, all of whom entered upon pro¬ 
fessional careers—four took up teaching, one engineering, one law, 

nursing, and one dentistry. In 1940 two hundred and thirty 
received graduation certificates.

In 1926 Magee High School enrolled an experimental 
Junior High School group composed of thirty-seven Grade VII 
students from Magee district, and a curriculum was drawn up by 
the Principal and Staff and approved by the Provincial Education 
Department. After a year’s experiment the results were so satis¬ 
factory that the Point Grey School Board requested that another 
Grade VII be enrolled from other parts of Point Grey. The new 
class was opened September, 1927. In May, 1928, ratepayers

in 1921; some of the lumber used in its construction came from the 
old Eburne Elementary School building. The new gymnasium, 
with considerably more floor space and a seating capacity of four 
hundred, gave much impetus to indoor sports, especially basketball. 
The advent of the new Programme of Studies which allowed twice 
as much time for Physical Education, made even this gymnasium 
inadequate. 

The evolution of the library is worthy of notice. It started with 
some twenty-four books. Eventually one hundred volumes were 
acquired, and there seemed little possibility of many more being 
added. These volumes were moved from cubby-hole to classroom 
and balcony until 1936, when alterations to the building, and the 
combining of several little rooms including three cloak rooms, made 
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available adequate space on the second and third floors for a library, 
and for a first class administration unit.

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KING GEORGE HIGH SCHOOL 


King George High School was opened Monday, August 24, 
1914. Heretofore, high school students living in the West End 
of Vancouver had attended Vancouver High School, which 
December, 1904, occupied quarters on the Cambie Street site 
continguous to the West End. From January, 1905, when the 
Vancouver High School, 12th Avenue and Oak Street, was opened, 
these students were obliged to travel by street car to Fairview. It 
was natural that citizens living in the West End should desire the 
establishment of a high school in their own district. 

In 1913, the new Dawson Elementary School was completed, and

the School Board approved a 

Seymour, James Blackwood, and Allan C. Stewart, all residents 
of the district, to use the old Dawson School as temporary quarters 
for a much needed West End High School. 

In its first year King George High School had 196 students in 
preliminary and junior grades. Six members made up the staff, 
Thomas Pattison, M.A. (Glasgow), Principal; T. H. Roberts, B.A. 
(Tor.); J. R. Sanderson, M.A., Ph.D. (Tor.); Miss E. B. Bell, 

M.A. (New Bruns.); Miss E. T. Thompson, B.A., and S. F. M. 
Moodie, B.A. (McGill). 

Mr. Thomas Pattison, first Principal of King George High School, 
had been a member of the staff of Vancouver High School from 
1902, and from 1908 had held the office of Vice-Principal, 
interest in the pioneer high school had been devoted and self- 
effacing. He entered upon his new duties with a reputation for 
scholarship, organizing ability, and enthusiastic support of all 
forms of extra-curricular activity. 

From the first, King George High School prospered. When Mr. 
Pattison resigned, 1917,

to become Registrar and Assistant 



Professor of Mathematics of the University of British Columbia, 
King George had the highest rating among the high schools of the 
city, both in scholarship and in sports. 1 

C. O. Swanson, a member of King George’s first matricula¬ 
tion class, 1916, now Professor Swanson of the University of 
British Columbia, was the first of a succession of scholarship 
students. The school became known for success in boys’ track 
events and rugby. The institution’s rugby team, in 1916-17, won 

the Provincial Championship. Its girls’ relay teams were unbeaten 
in their first three years of competition. 

The early history of King George High School was closely 
identified with the war activities which marked the year of its 
establishment. The school’s Day Book, in which the principal 
meticulously recorded the highlights of the period, refers to 
collections made for various war funds, to a concert and sale of 

I 

work in aid of the Belgians, and to the raising of money for the 
relief of the school children of Halifax, which city, during the 
war of 1914-1918, felt the awful effects of the explosion of a 
munitions’ ship. It tells of boys leaving school before the summer 
holidays in 1918 to work on farms as “Soldiers of the Soil ”, and of 
girls going out to pick berries. Under “1918” is recorded the 
closing of the school, together with the other schools of the city, 
owing to the Influenza Epidemic. It is there written that for three 
years in succession the pupils of King George High School led all 
city schools in the sale of Victory bonds. In these years, too, was 
built up the Honour Roll of King George. It bears the names of 
thirty-two pupils and one teacher, who offered their lives in the 

service of their country.

In 1917, on the resignation of Principal Pattison, D. B. Johnston, 
who had been Vice-Principal of King Edward High School, com¬ 
menced his twenty-year term as Principal of King George High 
School, and Mr. B. J. Wood, transferred, in 1915, from King 
Edward to King George High School, became vice-principal. 
Under Principal Johnston’s effective and kindly leadership the 
institution maintained the high standard of its early years. 
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The period of 1920-30 was marked by a determined effort on the 
part of the School Board to provide for a new high school building. 
A recommendation to that effect had constituted an important 
part of Provincial Inspector Albert Sullivan’s report of 1920. In 
June, 1923, a by-law to make possible such a building was sub¬ 
mitted to ratepayers of the city, and defeated. The following year 
a similar by-law failed to pass. In 1928 the school plant was 
extended by the addition of a gymnasium building, moved from 
the grounds of St. Andrews-Wesley Church. 


Throughout the twenties the school maintained its high stand¬ 
ards both in scholarship and in sports. Between 1921-27, one year

honours in the Junior Matriculation examinations. School teams 
were especially prominent in track events, senior rugby, senior 


ice hockey, and ice skating races. Students of the school won first 
place in the Inter-High Track Meet three times between 1920 and 
1926, and gained second place on another occasion. Records made 
in those years by such boys as Lee Cowan, Garrett Livingstone, 
and Eldon Cathcart have only recently been broken. The Thomson 
Cup for Senior Rugby came to King George in 1921 and again in 
1924. In 1925 the school won the newly offered New Zealand 
Shield, and captured it again in 1929. Senior Ice Hockey Teams, 
coached by Mr. C. H. Corkum, won the G.W.A.A. Trophy eight 
times in succession. The King George boys’ senior skating team, 
competing at the Rotary Ice Carnival, was awarded the Hon. W. C. 
Shelly Cup in 1929 after three successive victories. 

During the period 1930-40, the «King George enrolment steadily 
increased from 345 to 525 despite the fact that Senior Matriculation 
work, introduced in 1928, was not offered in 1938. The school has, 
in 1940, fifteen classes and a staff of eighteen. As an “accredited 
high school, King George offers the maximum number of courses 
possible in a school of its size. 

In King George High School’s latest decade the records of its 
clubs have been impressive. A King George team won the Inter- 
High School Debating Trophy in 1933. In that year the Junior 
rugby team captured the championship, and in 1933 and 1936 the 
Senior rugby team won the New Zealand Shield. Three drawn 
games with King Edward High School in the semi-finals of 1935 
held the attention of the entire football community. During the 
nineteen thirties the King George boys and girls, competing in 
Rotary Ice Carnival Relay Races, were again successful in winning 
cups. In recent years Canadian football, soccer, and baseball have 

been added to school activities. 

• . 

Highlights of the latest decade include a steadily increasing 
number of extra-curricular activities. The Georgian Chronicle, 
school paper, was published in 1937, and has had a continuous 
existence to the present. In 1939 club rooms and a new library were 
opened in the basement of the school. A milestone in the extension 
of extra-curricular activities was reached 
tion of the school’s first annual. 

In June, 1937, Principal D. B. Johnston retired. Staff and 

students united to honour a head master who had for twenty 
years given to the school the fruits of a seasoned judgment and 

exemplary character. Mr. Johnston survived his retirement less than 

. 

two years. By his death on April 10, 1939, Vancouver and the 
province at large lost a man who had made substantial contribu¬ 
tions to high school education covering a period of some thirty- 
seven years. Mr. Johnston’s place was taken by Mr. B. J. Wood, 

Vice-Principal, and Mr. C. H. Corkum was promoted to the 
latter office. 2 

King George High School opened its doors at the beginning of 
one World War, and completed its quarter century during the 
first year of another. It stands today a tribute to those staff 
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members and pupils who, over a period of twenty-six years, made 
an aged building, opened as an expedient and lacking adequate 
auditorium space and grounds, a place of warm friendships and 

happy memories, an educational centre whose traditions challenge 
and inspire.

KITSILANO JUNIOR AND SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Kitsilano High School was established in 1917, when four 
overflow classes from King Edward High School were removed to 
Cecil Rhodes School with Mr. D. C. Little as principal, and Mr. 
Alexander Sutherland, Miss W. MacKenzie, and Mr. C. F. Connor 
as assistants. As the new school was intended to serve the Kitsilano 

district, it was moved to Henry Hudson in 1918. There, it had 
four Grade IX classes, with one change in the staff. Miss M. E. 
Dewis taking the place of Mr. Connor, who returned to King 
Edward. 

In January, 1920, the first of the temporary wooden structures 
on the site at Trafalgar Street and Twelfth Avenue was opened. 
It was the present north section of the main wooden building, and 
contained four classrooms and an auditorium. This is the real 
beginning of Kitsilano High School. At this time the district to 
the south was sparsely settled. Connaught Park was stumps and 
bog, and, on Sixteenth Avenue, muskrats were still being trapped. 
A trail through the bush led from Broadway up to the school, the 
site of the present main building being overgrown with willows. 

With the growth of the district after the war of 1914-18, the

It was in these early days that the school colours and motto were 
chosen. The original school colours were Orange and White. In 
1920, the students selected Royal Blue and Gold. These, the 
colours of Aberdeen University, were suggested by Mr. Alexander 
Sutherland, a graduate of that university. The motto of the school, 
Fiat Lux , “Let there be light”, was chosen by one of Mr. Suther- 
land’s first Latin classes. The school crest was then designed by 
Mr. S. P. Judge, the first art teacher in Kitsilano High School. 

As early as 1922, Kitsilano High School Parent-Teacher Asso¬ 
ciation was actively engaged in a drive for permanent buildings. 
With the appointment of Major H. B. King as principal in 1924, 
this drive took on a new impetus. The steadily increasing popula¬

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tion of the district, and the growth of the junior high school idea in 
Vancouver, gave added force to the demand for adequate school 
accommodation in Kitsilano. In the development of this new 
movement in secondary education, Major King played a leading 
part. By December, 1926, the idea, encouraged by Parent-Teacher 
Association and School Board, received support from the ratepayers 
of Vancouver, when a $450,000.00 schools’ by-law was passed by a 
vote of 5475 to 2189. A large part of this money provided for the 
erection of a new three-storey building on the Kitsilano High 
School grounds. This new building was designed to accommodate 
both senior and junior high school students. 

In the spring of 1927 construction of the new building was

During the years in the old buildings, Kitsilano had built up an 
enviable reputation both in sports and in scholastic achievement. 

In the Inter-High Track Meet of 1922, the boys and girls of the 
“Blue and Gold’’ took first place, Carl Hedreen winning the indi¬ 
vidual honors as intermediate champion. In the fall of the same 
year, the Kitsilano senior rugby team, coached by Mr. Thomas 
Pattison, not only won the championship of the Lower Mainland, 
but also defeated the Vancouver Island representatives to capture 
the Thomson Cup, emblematic of high school rugby supremacy in 
British Columbia. The next spring, Clark A. Simpkins won the 
Governor-General’s medal for proficiency in the Junior Matricula- 
tion examinations, and again in 1924 similar honors were taken 
by another Kitsilano student, Leslie Wagner. 

In 1925-26, the senior boys’ basketball team, under the direction 
of Mr. C. B. Crowe, proved the undefeated champions of the Lower 
Mainland. The boys then defeated Victoria High School to win 
the provincial title. The girls’ track team took first place in the 
Inter-High Meet at Brockton Point in the spring of 1926.

During this first year as a 
combined school, many problems had to be faced, adjustments 
made, and much experimental work done. Its present standing is 
due in no small measure to the foundation laid in 1927-28. 

In the spring of 1928 outstanding events were the winning of the 
Birks’ Cup by the girls’ basketball team, the visit of the Governor- 
General, Lord Willingdon, and his address to the student body. 
Brigadier-General A. G. L. McNaughton inspected the cadet corps

Delamont organized the school band, which was later to become 
the world-famous Kitsilano Boys’ Band.

The outstanding events of 1935 were the production of “The

In the fall the Intermediate rugby team, coached by 
Mr. C. I. Taylor, won the city championship. 

In 1935, Major H. B. King (now Dr. King) was called to Victoria 
as Curriculum Adviser to the Department of Education, and Mr. J. 
Gordon, head of the school’s English Department, became Acting 
Principal. Subsequently, Dr. King became Chief Inspector of 
Schools, and Mr. Gordon’s appointment was made permanent. 

The spring of 1936 found activities centred around Kitsilano’s 
share in the schools’ Cavalcade. Mr. Jack Shadbolt of the Art 
Department trained a group of “Indians” whose dances, led by 

Mary Livingstone, received acclaim, while other students drama¬ 
tized the meeting of Captains Vancouver and Galiano. 








In the summer, George Athans 


won the Canadian diving cham¬ 
pionship, and represented Canada at the Olympic Games in Berlin. 

Two years later, while President of the Student Council, he 
represented Canada at the British Empire Games in Australia. 

In the autumn of 1936 the Bursary Loan Fund was instituted to 
meet the situation in which some of the ablest students found

themselves when laced with the impossibility of paying all of their 
University lees. In 1940, Mr. Ben Moyls, one of the first to receive 
help from the lund, won the Governor-General's Gold Medal. 

Kitsilano dramatists entered the British Columbia Festival at 
Victoria in April, 1937, and won the intermediate cup with their 
production of “ I he Teapot on the Rocks”. William Oughton was 
selected as one of the city pupils to represent British Columbia at 
the Coronation in May. The Junior Rugby team was tied with 
North Vancouver for the championship, and each school held the 
cup for half the year. Kiyoshi Kato brought further honors to the 
school by winning the Governor-General's medal in the Junior 
Matriculation examinations. 


1938-39 was, in many ways, a peak year in Kitsilano. In the 
school’s swimming gala the Blue and Gold mermaids and 
gained first place.

FAIRVIEW HIGH SCHOOL OF COMMERCE 


The* Fairview High School of Commerce had its beginning in 
the King Edward High School during the early years of the century, 
but did not come into existence as a separate institution until 

September, 1918. 

Prior to 1914, provision was made in the regulations of the 
Department of Education for the teaching of such subjects as 
Shorthand, Typewriting and Bookkeeping. A two-year course in 
each subject was outlined and, to obtain recognition in these 
subjects, the student was required to pass, in June, the examinations 
conducted by the Department of Education. Supplementing these 
purely commercial subjects were such regular high school subjects 
as English, History, Mathematics, Science, and one or two foreign 
languages. Even within this limited time, many young men and 

women, taking this course, were able to equip themselves for office 
work, and the demand for these commercially-trained young people 
during these years far exceeded the supply. 

In 1914 a change was made in the Commercial Curriculum, and 

a three-year course was provided as follows: 

First Year: Reading and Orthoepy; Literature; Composition; 
Grammar; Algebra; Arithmetic; Typewriting; Shorthand Theory; 
Spelling; Penmanship; Bookkeeping, and Business Forms. 

Second Year: Reading and Orthoepy; Literature; Composition; 
Grammar; Algebra; Arithmetic; Typewriting; Shorthand; Spelling; 
Penmanship; Bookkeeping; Business Law. 

Third Year: Literature; Arithmetic; Business Correspondence; 
Penmanship; Economics and Civics; Typewriting; Shorthand; Busi- 

Law; Statute Law; Accounting Theory; Accounting Practice. 

In June, 1917, Algebra and Grammar were omitted from the 
requirements. During these years a Third-year Commercial Certi¬ 
ficate permitted the student to enter Normal School to train for 
Commercial Teaching in a high school. The certificate was also 
accepted by many American universities as an equivalent to Junior 
Matriculation. 

In September, 1918, the commercial classes were removed from 
the King Edward High School and were given accommodation in 
the Cecil Rhodes Elementary School building, Fourteenth Avenue 
and Alder Street. The new school was named the Cecil Rhodes

Rhodes Commercial High School continued to occupy rooms in the 
Cecil Rhodes School building during the three years until Septem¬ 
ber, 1921, and attendance during these years was, respectively, 

196, 214, and 225. 
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In September, 1921, the school was moved from the Cecil Rhodes 
building, and was again given rooms in the King Edward building. 
Here it remained until June, 1935, when, with the exception of 
the class in Wireless Telegraphy, all classes were removed to the 
Fairview and Seaview buildings. These two buildings are still occu¬ 
pied, exclusively, by the Fairview High School of Commerce. 

During the fourteen years, 1921-1935, the attendance by years was 

follows: 1921-22, 292; 1922-23, 274; 1923-24, 284; 1924-25, 295; 
1925-26, 374; 1926-27, 534; 1927-28, 657; 1928-29, 648; 1929-30, 601; 
1930-31, 730; 1931-32, 848; 1932-33, 842; 1933-34, 836; 1934-35, 789. 

In September, 1921, the name of the school was changed from 
the Cecil Rhodes High School of Commerce to the High School 
of Commerce, and to this name was later prefixed “Fairview”. 

During the years 1923-1940, drastic changes have been made in 
the curriculum. In September, 1923, the Third-year subjects were 
divided into two sections, known as the Accounting Section and 
the Secretarial Section. In September, 1928, a course in Junior 
Business was made available in Grade IX, and in September, 1930, 
came the introduction of a new programme of studies providing 
for four years of high school. A Senior Business Diploma was 
granted to the student earning one hundred and twenty credits, 
and a Junior Business Diploma to the student earning ninety 
credits. The whole curriculum was divided into two parts, the 
one made up of Constants, and the other, Variables. The Constants 
included such subjects as English, Social Studies, Health, and 
Physical Education, Junior Business, Bookkeeping, Shorthand and 
Typewriting. In the Variables, the student might select such sub¬ 
jects as Modern Languages, Mathematics, Geography, etc. In 1932, 
the present curriculum was introduced. 

During the years 1935-40, the attendance of the school has 

fluctuated as follows: 1935-36, 840; 1936-37, 827; 1937-38, 904; 
1938-39, 868; 1939-40, 761. 

A special feature of this school is the Radio Communication 
Department, which constitutes the Fairview Commerce Annex in 
the King Edward High School building. The course was begun in 
the autumn of 1926, under the direction of Mr. W. H. Lambert, 
with an enrolment of about forty day and thirty night school pupils. 
This course was designed to meet the requirements of Canadian, 
British, and International Tele-Communication Systems for certifi¬ 
cated officers trained to assume charge of Radio Station operation 
and maintenance on shore, on aircraft, and on coastwise and 
deepsea shipping. 

During the . past fourteen years, hundreds of young men have 
taken advantage of these courses offered in both day and evening 


as 



classes, many of whom are today occupying important positions 
in this field. 

Trained in this Department of Radio Communication, scores of 
students have answered their country’s call for wireless specialists. 
Ashore, afloat and in air navigation they are serving with the colors 
at home and overseas. Many are in the Defence Forces guardin 
our coasts; numbers are radio officers in the vital British Merchant 
Service all over the world, and still more are serving in the Air 
Force. Here they may be found in all ranks, as operator-machine 
gunners, as wireless instructors, as flight lieutenants, and radio 
officers on Trans-Atlantic bombers of the Ferry Command. Among 
the first of these to give their lives for Canada and the Empire were 
two splendid young Canadians, Flight Lieutenant Allan Simpson, 
and Flight Lieutenant Gilbert Clay, wireless specialists in the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, The school is proud of its direct share 
in the Empire’s fight for freedom.

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VANCOUVER TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


Through the persistent efforts of the late Mr. J. G. Lister of 
the King Edward High School staff, a department was instituted 
at King Edward in 1916 to take care of the technical education of 
boys who wanted such training. The pioneer class consisted of 
fifty-four enthusiastic boys. The staff necessarily taught part-time, 
until the day came when full-time teachers were engaged. 

The original staff was composed of J. G. Lister as head of the 
department; F. T. Fairey, now Provincial Director of Technical 
Education; S. W. Mathews, Principal of King Edward High School, 
who taught Mathematics; J. H. Hall, now Principal of Prince of 
Wales High School; J. G. Sinclair, present Technical School 
Principal, and E. W. Parker. The two last mentioned are still on 
the strength of the school. 

What the Daily Province thought of the new venture is shown 
in the following excerpt from its files of 1916. 

At present there is at the King Edward High School 
of technical study designed with the view to fitting students who 
are going to take up technical work in after life, to equip themselves 
more efficiently for such work than is general in high schools. The 
course is of three years duration. The object is to supply the 
students with technical knowledge and to train them in the under¬ 
standing of fundamental principles. 

The syllabus comprises a course in English, Latin, Mathematics, 
including its higher branches, business forms and usages, drawing, 
shop work, which includes woodwork, metal work and work shop 
drawing, mechanics and physics. The English work remains the 
same as that prescribed for the ordinary high school training, but 
the remaining part of the syllabus is quite highly specialized. The 
syllabus is compiled with two ends in view, first of supplying a

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need which is felt in the dominions—of meeting in a practical 
way the need of a practical country; secondly, of correlating 
technical work with the more traditional subjects of English and 
Latin, and in such a manner that both sides assist each other. 
The article went on to state that, apart from Battersea Polytechnic, 
London, there were few schools which possessed the apparatus 
which had been installed. Having commented upon the enthusi¬ 
asm of the students for the new course, the writer concluded his 
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remarks with a prophetic recognition of the place the school 
would make for itself in the community. 

The time came when the King Edward High School could no 

for its growing offspring, and on a

bright spring morning in 1921, the three hundred Technical boys 

assembled by classes on the campus, gave three rousing cheers for 
their mother school, and then in a column of fours set out for their 


new home in the old Labor Temple on Dunsmuir Street. The

Connaught Bridge. 

When work started next morning there were twelve classes, and 
teaching staff of thirteen, composed of the principal, J. G. Lister;

Lab. Assistant. 

Once inside their own school the boys developed a very remark¬ 
able school spirit, and this was evinced by their general attitude 
around town. There was no playground, except the alleyway and 
the business section of the city, but the police visited the school 
only twice; once because a bold boy cycled on the sidewalk, and a 
second time when a window pane was broken by a football. Twice 
the boys hired special B. C. E. R. street cars to convey their teams 
and themselves to the combat fields of sport, and glorious was their 

enthusiasm. 

The Labor Temple was not ideal for a school, but some of the 
best years in the school’s history were spent there. The boys still 
had the pioneer spirit, had a splendid attitude toward study, and 

healthy young beings, enjoying life to the full, and yet with 
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canny eye to the future. But the Labor Temple became too small 

and in 1928 the school moved out to its present location

In the commodious new building, the largest technical institution 
in Western Canada, enrolment in the period 1928-1940 almost 
trebled. Numerical growth made possible the introduction of many 
more optional courses including instruction in automotive engineer¬ 
ing, in mining and lumbering, in steam and diesel engineering, and 
in cooking. The editor of the 1938 school annual, in commenting 
on the passing of the by-law making provision for the construc¬

Under the instruction of Captain, now Lieut.-Col. F. T. Fairey, 
assisted by Captain, now Major, L. A. Elliott, the school’s cadet 
companies early demonstrated their efficiency. From 1921, when 
the first Tech, unit was organized, until September, 1933, when 
cadet training was discontinued in Vancouver, the senior company 
had the distinction of leading the province twice; on one occasion 
only did this company rank lower than fifth in provincial compe¬ 
tition.

On the transfer of Mr. E. A. Munro to the principalship of 

Britannia High School in the academic year 1934-35, Mr. W. R. 
Smith, M.A., B.Paed., became principal of Prince of Wales High 
School. In the death of Mr. Smith, in his first year of office, the 
Prince of Wales High School and the whole teaching profession 
suffered a severe loss. Mr. J. H. Hall, B. Litt. (Durham), 1911-26 
a member of the staff of King Edward High School, and to 1934 

the staff of John Oliver High School, became the third principal 

of the institution.

Mr. Hall has continued to fill this position 


with dignity and success to the present time. 

From its origin the school steadily increased in number until 
the year 1924, when the opening of Lord Byng High School brought 
about a temporary decrease, through the removal of students living 
in West Point Grey. Enrolment again increased to 1928, in which 
year Grade IX students were moved to the new Point Grey Junior 





High School. The school has continued to grow, however, and

during the last two years the number attending has been the 
highest in its history. In 1940 there are nine classes, three in each 
of Grades X, and XI, and XII.

In addition to these outstanding successes, the pass lists of the 
school have been consistently creditable. A perusal of the published 
lists of university successes recalls many names familiar to the 
teachers of Prince of Wales. 


It is not alone in the academic field that success has been gained. 
The school has more than held its own in the realm of sport. Many 
triumphs mark the school’s participation in English Rugby and 
Canadian Football. In the latter game, the most popular in the 
school, the Prince of Wales gridders have made a splendid showing 
each year. The banner year was 1938, when the teams won both 
Junior and Senior Championships. A feat of this kind is especially 
noteworthy in view of the comparatively small numbers of students 
from which to build up a team. Success, too, has come in the track 
and field sports. The boys of the school, especially, have held their 
own. Skating, skiing, golf, and badminton have many devotees. 
Prince of Wales won highest honours in the remently formed 
badminton league. 

The school crest is the well-known emblem of the Prince of 
Wales—the three ostrich feathers—with its motto “Ich Dien”, 
(I serve). Such is the spirit of the school. Whenever opportunity 
presents itself the students are eager to step forward and give of 

their best in service to their fellow-men. They are proud of their 
motto, and intend to live up to it.

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LORD BYNG HIGH SCHOOL 


Lord Byng, one of the youngest high schools in the city, owes its 
origin to the rapid increase in population in the Municipality ol 
Point Grey which, until 1929, was independent of the old City 
of Vancouver. Provision of more adequate street-car facilities in 
the Dunbar Heights area in 1922 attracted many people. Gradually 
a new residential section was opened, gravel roads were replaced 
by paved avenues, and bushy lots, by attractive homes and gardens. 
The enrolment of Point Grey’s two high schools, Magee and Prince 

of Wales, increased from 322 in 1920 to 487 in 1923. Of the 165 

• _ 

additional students, many were from Dunbar and West Point Grey 
areas and had to travel three or four miles to school. The need for 
a new school was apparent. In 1923 the Provincial Department 
of Education granted the Point Grey School Board ten acres of 
uncleared land on Sixteenth Avenue, between Wallace and Crown 
Streets, for a new school. 

On this site on July 28, 1924, Lord Byng, then Governor-General 
of Canada, laid the cornerstone of the new high school. The name 
of the school was selected by a contest among the students who 
expected to attend the new school. The names of the students who 
suggested “Lord Byng’’ are in a box sealed in the cornerstone. 

The school was designed by architects Gardiner and Mercer, and 
constructed by R. Moncrieff. It was a brick and concrete building 
of twelve rooms. A new system of mechanical heating and ventilat¬ 
ing was installed. This “Univent’’ type was the first of its kind in 
the province. The building was valued at $90,000.00, and its equip¬ 
ments at $9,600.00. 

As the new school was not ready in September, 1924, the first. 
Lord Byng classes were enrolled in a four-room wooden building on 

Lord Kitchener School grounds. On March 12, 1925, the Lord 

Byng High School was officially opened by Hon. John Oliver, the 
Premier of British Columbia. Members of the Board of School 
Trustees present at the ceremony were: Sidney A. Smith, Chair¬ 
man; Mrs. H. W. Riggs, W. B. Tullidge, J. C. MacLean, E. Rogers; 
and Frank Peace, Secretary. 

The school population of Byng has increased rapidly since the 
school was opened. In 1924 it enrolled 120 pupils. By 1928, four 
years later, the enrolment had increased to 308. In the next: four 

years it reached 476 and, from 1932 to 1936, the number of pupils 
rose to 841. In the meantime, the original building had proved 
incapable of housing such a large school population, and rooms 
in Langara Elementary School were being used for high school 
students. In 1936 a new wing was added. This wing included 
rooms for cooking, sewing, and music. It also contained a library, 
a study-hall, and several classrooms. Even this did not provide 
sufficient accommodation for the continually increasing enrolment, 
and Langara rooms were still required for secondary school classes. 
Lord Byng in 1939-40 had an enrolment of over one thousand 
pupils. When classes resumed in September, 1940, Lord Byng

became a junior-senior high school, enrolling students from Grades 
VII to XII. Henceforth the Langara School building will accommo

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Since its foundation, Lord Byng High School has played a pro 
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minent part in progressive educational experiments in Vancouver 
In an attempt to provide more adequately for the individual differ 

of the pupils, the school was organized on an “individual 

promotion by subject” basis in 1936. This has given 

the student a greater opportunity to select subjects in keeping 
with his educational and vocational objectives. In its guidance

VANCOUVER SCHOOL OF ART 


In the early nineteen-twenties a band of art enthusiasts, citizens 
of Vancouver and other parts of the province, formed themselves 
into a society named “The B. C. Art League”. This League had two 
objects in view: the organization of an art school, and the founding 
of an art gallery in Vancouver. The League lived to see both 
objects realized, although in neither case did they take the form 
originally envisaged. The establishment of the art school owed 
much to the purposeful activity of the late John Radford, architect 
and painter. Mr. Radford may rightly be considered the father 
of the Vancouver School of Art. 

The League’s desire was that the school should be under the 
control of an autonomous board composed of representatives 
elected from public bodies, and financed, in part, by a yearly grant 
from the Provincial Government. The latter, however, refused

to aid financially, and referred the League to the Vancouver 
School Board. 

After several meetings between the School Board and the League 
the Board agreed to the opening of “The Vancouver School of 
Decorative and Applied Arts” as an integral part of the city school 
system. The purpose of the school, arrived at during the joint 
meetings of the Board and the League, was briefly stated as the 
“giving of carefully planned courses of training for workers in the 
graphic and applied arts”. The utilitarian aspect of the training 
was stressed from the beginning, in the belief that many trades 

and industries in Vancouver and British Columbia stood in need 

# 

of trained artist workers. 

The school was to be financed, in part, by monies derived from 
student fees (then fixed at $50.00 per annum) and the usual Provin- 



cial Government grant towards teachers’ salaries. The Vancouver 
School Board was to be responsible for the remainder. The 
minimum entrance age for students was to be sixteen years. 

The curriculum was planned for a lower and a middle school, 
with all students taking the subjects offered in the lower school 
before proceeding to the middle. A higher school was something 
for the future. Subjects of the lower school course were as follows: 
Still-Life Drawing; Perspective; Geometrical Drawing; Lettering; 
Design; Clay Modelling; Figure Drawing; and Lectures on Art 
Appreciation. These subjects offered the students an experience 
sufficiently broad to form a basis for specialization in Drawing and 
Painting, Commercial Art, Design, Modelling, and Costume Design. 

The School Board appointed Mr. G. Thornton Sharp, Architect, 
as director and, at the same time, called upon Mr. Charles H. Scott, 
Supervisor of Art in the city schools, at that time on leave of 
absence in Europe, to return and assume the duties of principal. 
Premises were found for the school on the top floor of the School 
Board Office building at 590 Hamilton Street, and here, in Sep¬ 
tember, 1925, some forty enthusiastic students bore witness to the 
fact that the seed planted and nurtured by the B. C. Art League 
had come into bud. 

In the spring of 1926, Mr. Sharp, who had accepted the position 
of director only in order to get the school under way, resigned. 
The Board called upon Mr. Scott to take over the executive duties 

of director. 

The experiences of that first year, and the expectation of a 
larger student enrolment, made it patent to Mr. Scott that the 
future of he school was bound up in the securing of an adequate 
and permanent staff. By the session 1927-28, the staff included one 
instructor from Toronto, one from Edinburgh, and one from 

Glasgow. 

The Day School enrolment grew until, by 1929, it had reached 
a more or less static point of one hundred. In that year, fees, raised 
previously to sixty dollars per annum, were increased to one 
hundred dollars per annum. The school offered a four-year Day 
Course to students able to take complete art training, and evening 
courses to students who were working during the day. 1 Afternoon 
classes were organized for teachers, and Saturday morning classes 
for talented school children seeking further training. Additional 
rooms were obtained in the old Vancouver High School, situated 
immediately behind the School Board Offices. 

In June, 1929, the school held its first graduating exercises. 
Eleven students qualified: Mr. Fred Amess, Miss Ada Currie, Miss 
Lilias Farley, Miss Frances Gatewood, Miss Irene Hoffar, Miss 
Phyllis Kirkpatrick, Miss Beatrice Lennie, Miss Marjorie Lyne, 
Miss Vera Weatherbie, Miss Margaret Williams and Mr. Yitkon Ho. 
The diploma granted to these graduates carried the seal of the 

Provincial Department of Education.

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GRANDVIEW HIGH SCHOOL OF COMMERCE 


Two classes numbering forty-five pupils in 1913, became fourteen 

i % 

classes totalling 570 pupils in 1940. This, in essence, is the story 
of the Grandview High School of Commerce. 

Grandview High School of Commerce had its beginning as a 
Commercial Department of Britannia High School under the 
principalship of Mr. T. A. Brough, in the school year of 1913-14. 
This new department consisted of two classes—the beginners, 
numbering approximately thirty-five, under the direction of Miss 
Edith Davis, and about twenty advanced students under Mr. L. W. 
Taylor, who was in charge of the instruction in the whole depart¬ 
ment. The commercial subjects, consisting of Shorthand, Type¬ 
writing, Bookkeeping, Commercial Law, and Commercial Arith¬ 
metic, were taught by Mr. Taylor; Miss Davis gave instruction in 
the academic subjects. 


In the year 1914-15 Miss Catherine McNiven was engaged to 

take the work formerly taught by Miss Davis. Erom this time on 

the enrolment, which had grown to approximately eighty, steadily 

increased until the year 1916-17, when it was found necessary to 

Mr. R. B. Forsythe joined the staff, and 


organize an extra class.

added to the staff. 

In the year 1919-20 Mr. Taylor returned from overseas, and 
Miss Catherine McNiven rejoined the staff on the conclusion of 
her work in the Normal School. In 1920-21, it was found necessary 
once more to increase the teaching staff, and Mr. W. T. Aber¬ 
crombie and Miss Bertha M. Horner were appointed From this 
time to 1925-26 attendance gradually increased, and Mr. W. L. 
Lockhart and Miss Isabel Lewis joined the staff. 

By 1926-27 the department had increased to nine classes. It was 

impossible to find sufficient accommodation for all these students 
at Britannia High School, and five senior classes were housed at 
Charles Dickens Elementary School. Miss Lillian A. Williamson 
and Mr. J. F. Herd were appointed to the staff. During these 
growing years the school made rapid progress in attainments as 
well as in numbers. For several vears the school entered candidates 

j 

in the typewriting contests conducted by the Commercial High 
Schools and Business Colleges of the city. In the first, under the 
direction of Miss B. M. Horner, students of the department, com¬ 
peting against some of the best typists in the city, won all the 
senior awards; in 1927 students under the direction of Miss I. M. 

Lewis, won ten of the eleven awards offered. Of these students, 
two attained Dominion prominence—Miss Louise Marchese gained 
the coveted honor of being Amateur Champion Typist of Canada, 
and Miss Isabel McKibbon won the Dominion championship for 
accuracy. 

In the spring of 1927 the five classes housed at Charles Dickens 

# 

Elementary School were moved to quarters in the old Grandview 
School building at the corner of First Avenue and Commercial 
Drive. In September the organization of Templeton Junior High 
School took away two grade nine classes. This made possible the 
accommodating of all the classes of the Commercial Department 
in the Grandview buildings. 

In 1928-29 Mr. L. A. Gilbert and Mr. T. H. Roberts joined the 
teaching body. In 1950 the staff suffered a great loss in the passing 
of Mr. W. E. Evans, who, by his unstinting efforts and unfailing 
sympathy, had endeared himself to teachers and students alike. 
Miss Myrtle Nixon was appointed to take over his work. Miss 
Enid Gibbs succeeded Miss Isabel M. Lewis as instructor in type¬ 
writing. Mr. Norman M. Clarke joined the staff to take charge 
of the extra class, and the following year saw the addition of 
Mr. W. Alsbury to the teaching force. 

By 1952-35 the school had increased to nine classes and, although 
its organization was entirely separate, it was still considered as 
part of Britannia High School. The School Board now deemed it 
advisable to establish the school as a separate unit. Under the 
principalship of Mr. L. W. Taylor, with Mr. W. T. Abercrombie 
as vice-principal, it became known as Grandview High School of

TEMPLETON JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Some fifteen years ago the Vancouver School Board purchased 
three lots covered with swamp and bush. Today a huge school 
building covers the site, and spreads over the area of an entire city 
block. This school bears the name of one of Vancouver’s pioneer 
civic leaders, Mayor Templeton. The pioneer name is appropriate. 
Templeton Junior High School is one of Vancouver’s first experi¬ 
ments with the “intermediate’’ school. 

Prior to the establishment of junior high schools in Vancouver, 
Mr. R. Straight, now head of the Bureau of Measurements, Mr. 
H. B. Fitch, then principal of Grandview Elementary School, and 
Major H. B. King, then principal of Kitsilano High School, had 
travelled extensively in Canada and the United States studying 
junior high school organization. Their investigations convinced 
them of the advisability of establishing junior high schools in 
Vancouver. 


The ground lay fallow. Elementary and high school enrolment, 
especially in the Grandview and Kitsilano districts, was taxing the 
accommodation of existing school buildings. New schools of some 
type had to be built immediately. 

Construction of Templeton Junior High School began in the 
spring of 1927. By autumn the school, althouh not completed, was 

ready to admit its first pupils. It was a three-storied building, with 
an auditorium and a gymnasium in addition to the regular class¬ 
rooms. The present outer office and stock room, was then Room 

101, where Mr. G. B. Cant expounded the fundamentals of 

• • 

mathematics. 

In the next year the building was completed in conformity with 
the original plan of architects’ Sharp and Thompson. Two three- 
storey wings were joined by two lower floor halls, adjoining which 
were the cafeteria, the auditorium, the gymnasium, and two manual 
arts’ shops. The original purpose of the two wings was the segre¬ 
gation of boys and girls according to the system in vogue in many 
English schools. This plan, however, was not adopted* as it did not 
harmonize with the co-educational theory of the junior high school 
system. 

The opening of the schools of the city on the first Tuesday of 
September, 1928, must have been an occasion of rejoicing to many 
school children of the Templeton district, for the Templeton 
building was not completed. Some of the new rooms were ready 
for use but lacked doors to the main corridors. For the pupils of 
junior high school age in Grandview District, the summer vacation 
of 1928 was an additional month in length. 

From the first, Principal H. B. Fitch, B.Sc., M.A., had an excellent 
staff. Charter members of the teaching and office staff of Templeton 

Junior High School, 1927, were the Misses M. Agnew, N. Bain, 
B. Dickenson, M. Hardwick, L. Robertson, E. J. Rollston, C. Sterns, 
G. Stevens, L. Stirk, V. Lewis, M. Maynard, M. R. Munro, M. 


Wilson, K. W. Winram, and Messrs. L. Baynes, F. C. Boyes, W. C. 
Brandreth, E. B. Broome, C. A. Cameron, G. B. Cant, N. M. Clarke, 
S. A. Cox, H. T. Gamey, H. W. Gamey, A. Hards, R. M. Johnson, 
D. R. Jones, and F. Rolston. Five of the above are, in 1940, still on 

the staff; seventeen are now members of other school staffs in the 
city; Mr. Brandreth has become Supervisor of Physical Education 
for Vancouver; three of the first staff have married; one has retired, 
and one has entered another profession. 

On the evening of November 3, 1927, the doors of Templeton 
Junior High School were opened to the public for the first time. 
After a tour of the school, during which the typing room was the 
main centre of interest, the visitors were entertained in the audi¬ 
torium by the school orchestra, and took part in a sing-song con¬ 
ducted by Mr. S. A. Cox. Following this, the proud members of 
Class B-2 were presented with the citizenship banner. 

In 1927 Templeton Junior High School held its first bazaar, to 
raise funds for the purchase of much needed equipment which 
could not be procured in the usual way. The library, because of 
shortage of books, was being utilized as a regular classroom, while 
the manual arts’ shops had insufficient tools. This bazaar provided 

m 

fine entertainment and was a great financial success. Six hundred 
and twelve dollars was raised for school purposes. 

• » 

The success of this first bazaar and the increasing needs of the 
school have resulted in the holding of others. From the proceeds 
of these bazaars the school has purchased supplementary readers, 
library books, lantern slides, a motion picture machine, a radio, 
and loud-speaker equipment. All former bazaars, however, were 

eclipsed by the Home-Coming Carnival of 1937. This celebration 
of the tenth anniversary of the school added one thousand one 
hundred and seventy-five dollars to the school funds. The present 
motion picture machine, with its sound unit, is one of the many 
excellent pieces of equipment which the school derived from its 
proceeds. 

a 

During the school’s first year many clubs were formed, crystalliz¬ 
ing the interests of enthusiasts in the fields of dramatics, debating, 
science, music, art, stamp collecting, and hiking. Two outstanding 
clubs originated during the first school term. One of these, the 
Every Girls’ Club, inaugurated the Mothers’ and Daughters’ 
Assembly and Tea, a happy event to which mothers and daughters 
look forward annually. The other was the Journalists’ Club, which 
published the Tee Jay, school magazine. This title was chosen 
from the numerous suggestions which were offered because it 
summarized the purpose of the publication, the presentation of a 
review of school life at Templeton in a breezy, chatty manner, 
resembling the friendly chatter of a jay. Success in the attainment 
of this aim was soon proved. In 1931 the “Vancouver Province 
offered a silver cup for the best annual school publication in British 
Columbia, and the Tee Jay won this coveted trophy. 
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Jones, sponsor of the club, Miss Ethel Rhead, the editor-in-chief, 
and the other members of the Tee Jay staff, merited the congratu¬ 
lations they received on this occasion. 

Two years before Templeton reached its tenth birthday, the city 
of Vancouver had celebrated its Golden Jubilee. Before this event 
a small group of historically-minded students received from their 
teacher-sponsor, Mr. K. A. Waites, a suggestion, inspired by Dr. 
W. N. Sage, of the University of British Columbia, that their active 
interest in the romance of Vancouver justified the recording of their 
findings. A school club sprang into being, and for two years it 

delved assiduously into our city’s past. In 1936 “Vancouver—A 
Short History” appeared on the market, and the enthusiastic 

response it received proved the excellence of the research performed 

* 

by the authors, Ethel Glazier, Verna Wood, Heather Robertson, 
Frank Waite, and Edward Gross. Ten thousand copies were pur- 
chased by private individuals and by schools. The next year, the 
Templeton library received a lasting tribute to the enthusiasm of 
the Archivists’ Club in the form of a generous donation of books. 

Miss Marjorie Agnew had long recognized the need for a club 
to spread the work of the Fine Arts Department throughout the 
school. In October, 1937, she formed the first Sir Ernest MacMillan 
Fine Arts Club, sponsored by Sir Ernest MacMillan, outstanding 
Canadian musician. Since that date this club movement has spread 
to many other schools in the city and province. At the present time 
the activities of the many MacMillan Fine Arts Clubs in the schools 
of the city are co-ordinated by a magazine published at Templeton, 
under the sponsorship of Mr. W. M. McGown and the editorship 
of Mary Shand.

Today the general appearance of the school no longer suggests 
extreme youth. By 1928 the school’s exterior was mellowing; out¬ 
side, the bare earth over which carpenters and workmen had 
trodden, was blossoming into the rose bushes and shrubs of the 
school gardens. These gardens had been planted by the Vancouver 
Parks Board, by arrangement with the School Board, since Temple¬ 
ton faces an area which is used jointly as a school playground and 
a city park. During the summer of 1931 the school underwent a 
further metamorphosis. Soiled, cold, white walls became a warm 
tan and buff. Smooth green lawns and luxurious foliage contributed 
to make the grey stucco building most attractive. Now the second- 
storey advance of the Virgiania creeper accentuates the dignity of 
a building, which has witnessed triumphs and tribulations of 
students for the past thirteen years. 

Templeton Junior High School, in 1940, has an enrolment of over 
fifteen hundred, nearly twice the number that attended during its 
first year. The present staff, also, is nearly double the size of the 
original. Although the school appears to have reached its maximum 
size, it looks forward to many years of continued accomplishment.

POINT GREY JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
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The year 1939-40 marks the tenth anniversary of the Point Grey 
Junior High School. The school building was planned and con¬ 
structed during the tenure of office of the 1928 Board of School 
Trustees of the Municipality of Point Grey. Messrs. Townley and 
Matheson were the architects. When completed, on March 30, 1929, 
the structure was considered to be the finest school building in 

Western Canada. Its cost was $375,000. 

The school was officially opened by the Hon. S. L. Howe, Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary, on September 27, 1929. The original staff con¬ 
sisted of forty-five teachers, under the principalship of Mr. H. N. 
MacCorkindale, with Mr. P. N. Whitley as vice-principal. Seven¬ 
teen of these original members are on the staff today, viz.: Mr. P. N. 

Whitley, Miss B. Abel, Mr. A. Arkwright, Mr. W. Auld, Mr. E. 
Barnes, Mr. A. Black, Miss J. Faunt, Miss B. Hankinson, Miss B. 
Killip, Miss M. B. Lynn, Miss F. Mackenzie, Mr. R. Muir, Miss F. 
Mulloy, Mr. C. Russell, Mr. W. Skinner, Miss D. Washington, and 
Mr. C. C. Watson. Mr. MacCorkindale served as principal until 
November, 1933, when he became Superintendent of Vancouver 
Schools. Mr. P. N. Whitley succeeded him as principal, with Mr. 
J. H. Creighton as vice-principal. In November, 1935, Mr. Creigh¬ 
ton was appointed Superintendent of Welfare Work in British 
Columbia, and Mr. J. R. Atkinson became vice-principal, to be in 

turn followed by Mr. C. C. Watson in 1937. 

The laying down of the main principles of the student govern¬ 
ment system of the school dates from 1930. In that year also, a 
monitor system was put into operation. Since then student election 
assemblies, elections, and inaugurations have attracted widespread 
interest and attention. The inaugural service, in the fall of 1939, 
was perhaps the first of its kind to be broadcast by radio in Canada. 
Among prominent public men who have addressed inaugural assem¬ 
blies have been the Hon. Dr. Weir, Minister of Education; His 
Worship G. C. Miller, who appeared in his official robes to address 
the assembly in March, 1937; Dean Buchanan of the University of 
British Columbia; Mr. H. N. MacCorkindale, Superintendent of 
Schools; Mr. Mel Chater of the Y. M. C. A.; John Pearson of the 
University of British Columbia Alma Mater Society; Mr. Walter 
Carson, President of the Board of Trade; Inspector R. Straight; Dr. 
Sanderson of King Edward High School; Mr. H. B. Fitch of 
Templeton Junior High School, and the Rev. Elbert Paul. 

Many activities have become traditional at Point Grey. Sports 
Day and Award Day are always highlights of the year. Father 
and Son Night, when the Dads participate in various contests and 
quizzes, attend a concert in the auditorium, and finally gather for 
refreshments in the cafeteria, is always popular. Mother and 
Daughter Teas offer the girls an equivalent to the Father and Son 
Night. “Open Days”, when parents are invited to visit the school 
and are conducted through the classrooms, are special features. 
These “Open Days” have usually been observed during Education 


Week. The numbers of parents availing themselves of this oppor 
tunity of seeing little Jimmy 
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or Mary in action, have been gratify- 
ingly large. On the last “Open Day”, 650 parents visited the school. 

In 1931 the school band was organized under the direction of 
Mr. Arthur Delamont. A considerable number of boys of this 

band have been members of the famous Kitsilano Boys’ Band,

and have accompanied it on its epoch-making tours. Since 1930 
there has existed a very fine school orchestra, under the direction 
of Miss Mackenzie. In addition, the musical life of the school 
has been rounded out with several choirs and Glee Clubs. 


Certain of the entertainments of the past decade will long be 
remembered-the Easter concerts of 1933 and 1934; the Operettas, 
“Pearl, the Fisher Maid”, and “The Captive”, directed by Miss

For 

Grade VII students, assemblies featuring music, motion pictures, 

addresses, and plays, take the place of clubs. Each year has seen an 

active group of students in charge of the school paper and annual, 
“The Explorer”. 

Certain features of the school are particularly worthy of notice. 

The institution is the only junior high school in British Columbia 

which has a printing shop. Point Grey was the first school in the 

Dominion to have a lacrosse box on its grounds. The cafeteria is 

particularly efficient and, besides serving the school, it is a distribut¬ 
ing centre for other school cafeterias. 


Since 1936, the school has 
possessed a motion picture projector equipped for both silent and 

sound pictures. Each year a group of boys is trained in its operation. 
This equipment has enabled the school to institute a regular and 
comprehensive course in Visual Education, and has in addition 
contributed much to the success and enjoyment of 

student assemblies. The school is fortunate, too, in having a well- 
stocked library of 2500 books. 

through the generosity of the Parent-Teacher Association. Through 
a Book Drive in November, 1937, 300 books were contributed. 
The library contains, in addition, a collection of film slides, all 
carefully card-indexed. Many of these slides were produced in 
the school by Visual Aid and Film Slide Production Clubs. 

Although Point Grey, in years, is a mere infant among the second¬ 
ary schools of Vancouver, the accomplishments of these few years 
should inspire a justifiable pride in its students, ex-students and staff.

Vancouver College’’ attracted ambitious students in ever increasing 
numbers and a fine college spirit was engendered. Most of the 
extra-curricular activities enjoyed by present-day students of our 
Vancouver high schools had their beginnings at this time 
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As early as 1900, G. E. Robinson, B.A., in his college days a well 
known athlete of the Maritimes, had given the initial impetus to 
high school sports by teaching the boys the elements of rugby 
Credit for the inception of organized sports is largely due to a 
particularly able group of senior students. Foremost among these 
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E. K. DeBeck, president of the first Athletic Association and 
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were 

editor of The College Wide Awake; W. A. Donaldson, first British 
Columbia Rhodes Scholar; T. E. Price, R. W. Ellis, D. E. McTaggart, 


and A. N. Smith. The session of 1902-03 found the students of 
the Vancouver High School and College enthusiastically supporting 
the Vancouver College Athletic Association, a Rugby Club, a Bovs’ 
Basketball Club, a Girls’ Grass Hockey Club, and an Annual Track 
and Field Sports’ Meet, and also a Literary and Debating Society 

and a school magazine.

The years 1904-05-06 saw many developments in high school 
activities. The opening in January, 1905, of the new building in 

a 

Fairview, with its large playing field, its gymnasium, and its running 
track, was to many a dream come true. The field was formally 
opened by a rugby game between teams representing the College 
and the City, the College winning by 9 points to 6. The College 
versus City game was repeated in succeeding years, and eventually 
became the contest between the University of British Columbia and 
the Vancouver Rugby Union. 

At this time teachers not only organized and coached teams, but 

a 

also took part in the games played. Mr. T. Pattison was captain 
of the College team in 1904 and, with Mr. A. E. W. Salt, played on 
the teams of 1905 and 1906. In the latter year the College fifteen 
won the city senior championship and the Miller Cup. Later, 
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Mr. A. E. Boak, wing three-quarter on the Vancouver Rep. Squad, 
played on the College team. 

During the years when Vancouver High School and College was 
young, it was natural that all student affairs should be controlled 
largely by the College students. By 1904 a goodly number of 
students in the senior high school classes were taking part in the 
organization and management of what were solely high school 
affairs, and the high school was taking on an individuality of its 
own. This movement was greatly strengthened by the establish¬ 
ment of the Thomson Cup games in 1905, competitions open onl\ 
to high school students. By 1907, when the College and the High 

School became separate institutions, high school students found no 
difficulty in carrying on the many forms of activity that had been 
established. 

By 1908 two student organizations controlled all forms of student 

activity, the Literary and Debating Society and the Athletic 
Association. The Athletic Association directed the fortunes of the 
Rugby Club, the Basketball Club, the Grass Hockey Club, and the 
Cricket Club. The latter club, organized in 1906, was in its first 
year winner of the Junior Cricket League Championship and the 
Nelson Cup, presented by Charles Nelson, an enthusiastic member 
of the Vancouver Cricket Club. The Annual Sports’ Meet was also 
under the Athletic Association’s jurisdiction.

THOMSON CUPS 

With the development of College Rugby in the Province Cup 
games, it was natural that High School Rugby should be greatly 
stimulated, and College teams quite often found it to their 
advantage to include in their ranks some of the older and better 
players of high school standing. In fact, all members of the 
Athletic Association were on equal terms so far as “making the 
team” was concerned. The high school team ranked in Vancouver 
Rugby circles as a junior fifteen, and was usually too strong for 
other teams in their division, although Queen’s School was always 
a worthy competitor. 

On Vancouver Island, Victoria High School reigned supreme in 
a similar division and, in February, 1903, the two high school teams 
met for the first time in a Rugby game at Brockton Point. Van¬ 
couver High School team won, 6 to 0. In November of the same 
year the Vancouver High School players visited Victoria and were 
beaten by a picked team of Victoria City juniors. These games 
naturally led to a desire to make the competition with the Island 
school an annual affair and the game with Victoria eventually 
became the athletic event of the year. 

The year 1905 saw the reorganization of the Vancouver College 
Athletic Association, with the high school section taking a largely 
increased share in its management. In that year also there were 
established the Thomson Cup competitions which, during the 
ensuing twenty years, became the dominant factors in shaping the 
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followed by high school athletics in Vancouver and Victoria. 

For annual competition between the high schools of the four 
coast cities, cups for Rugby, Boys’ Basketball and Rowing, and 
Girls’ Grass Hockey, were presented by the Vancouver firm of 
Messrs. M. P. and J. A. Thomson. As Victoria High School 
(founded in 1876) and Vancouver High School (founded in 1890) 

larger than the high schools of New Westminster (1884) and 
Nanaimo (1885), only the two larger schools took part in the com¬ 
petition for some years. As population increased and new high 
schools were established, most of the large high schools of the Lower 
Mainland and Island entered the competition. Winning teams in 
the Mainland Leagues played in the final games against the winners 
of the Island Leagues. At first “home-and-home” games were played 
but, beginning with the season of 1913-14, various circumstances led 

to the establishment of a single final game for each sport. These 

• • 

games, played in alternate years on the Island and on the Mainland, 
decided the championships. 

In Rugby, the Victoria High School teams, although usually 
putting up strong opposition, were for a long time unable to over¬ 
come the teams from Vancouver. It was not until 1925, after 
twenty years of competition, that Victoria High School won the 

Thomson Cup. 

In boys’ basketball, competition was much more even, and the 
margin of victory in most cases was small. 

In the Vancouver Rowing Club Spring Regatta of 1904, a high 
school crew was beaten by a scant six feet, and in the two following 
seasons a four-oared crew consisting of A. T. Dalton, stroke; Fred 
Shearer, No. 3; Lawrence Ledwell, No. 2; and David Gray, bow;

Inter-High School Sport in our community owes much to the 
setting up of the Vancouver and District Inter-High School Athletic 
Association. In the fall of 1915, Mr. T. Pattison, Mr. A. B. Maggs, 
Mr. G. A. Fergusson, Mr. H. N. MacCorkindale, Mr. J. T. E. Palmer, 
and Mr. E. A. Munro represented high schools concerned in organ¬ 
ization meetings. This body, first known as the Vancouver Inter- 
High School Sports Association, assumed the administration of all 
sports in which students of the various high schools competed. Its 
first executive consisted of Mr. T. Pattison of King George High 
School, president; Mr. A. B. Maggs of King Edward High School, 
vice-president, Mr. G. A. Fergusson of Britannia High School, 
secretary, and Mr. E. A. Munro of Point Grey High School, treasurer. 

The constitution of the association provided for close co-operation 
with the Thomson Cup Trustees, who controlled the final games in 
rugby, grass hockey, and basketball between high schools of the 
Lower Mainland and Victoria High School. With the revision and 
the consolidation of the Constitution in 1923, the present Vancouver 
and District Inter-High School Athletic Association was established. 
Its defined objective is the encouragement and control of athletic 
sports, the promotion of physical culture, and the maintenance of 
the highest standard of strictly amateur sports in the schools 
represented. In 1936, this body was incorporated under the “British 
Columbia Societies Act”. 

Through the years many have contributed much to make the 
association one of the most efficient and progressive sports adminis¬ 
trative bodies in the Dominion. Among those honored for splendid 
contributions in time and ability are the men who, year by year, 
have been elected its officers. 3 Notable among these is Mr. J. H. 
Hall, who for eighteen consecutive years was a most efficient 
treasurer. From such faithful service have our Inter-High School 
Sports prospered.

CHRONOLOGY OF THE CURRICULUM 


1871—First Provincial School Act passed by British Columbia Legislature. 
1874—John Jessop, Superintendent of Education, recommended that two high 

schools should be established, one in Victoria, another in New 
Westminster. 

1876—Victoria High School organized and high school course outlined. 

Subjects taught : English—Geography (Ancient and Modern), Grammar, 
Rhetoric and Composition, Mythology, Scientific—Botany, Physics, 
Physiology, Natural Philosophy, Astronomy and Chemistry; Mathemat¬ 
ical-Arithmetic, Algebra, Mensuration, Euclid and Bookkeeping; 
Classical—Latin and Greek; Modern Languages—French; Map Drawing 
and Vocal Music, etc. 

Extra-curricular activities mentioned included the Lyceum Club (a 
boys’ debating society), and the publication of manuscript newspapers 
—the Leisure Hour (boys), the Hyacinth (girls); included were “original 
compositions interspersed with conundrums”. 

1871-80—No record of a prescribed course of study; 40 text-books authorized in 

school years 1872, 1876-77, at an average of 58 cents. 

1879-80—A High School Course of Study; divided into Junior and Senior 

divisions; Subjects—English Language; Mathematics; Ancient and Mod¬ 
ern Languages; History, English and Roman; Geography; Bookkeeping; 
Writing; Music; Natural Science. 

1884-85—Course of Study in High Schools divided into three parts: English 
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Course —All subjects prescribed for Graded and Common Schools 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Hygiene. 

-Single and Double Entry—including Banking, Commercail Corre- 
pondence, Commercial Law, etc., together with all subjects prescribed 
for the English Course. Classical Course— Latin, Greek, French, together 
with all subjects in which candidates for First-Class Certificates are 

examined. 

1884-85—New Westminster High School established. 

1886— Nanaimo High School founded May 10th of this year. 

1887— Canadian History and Geography added to prescribed course of the 

Junior Division of high schools, and all natural sciences were moved 
to the Senior Division course and made optional. 

1889— The Course of Study for High Schools was divided into three divisions, 

designated Third, Second and First, but no addition was made to the 
subjects prescribed. 

1890— Vancouver High School organized. 

Studies Pursued by Pupils of First Class—Sixth Reader, 31 pupils; 
Dictation and Spelling, 31; Linear Drawing, 0; Geography, 31; English 
Grammar and Composition, 31; Rhetoric, 20; Anatomy, Physiology and 
Hygiene, 31; Canadian History, 31; English History, 31; Roman History, 
0; Grecian History, 0; Ancient History, 0; General History, 0; Book¬ 
keeping, 31; Arithmetic, 31; Mensuration, 26; Algebra, 28; Geometry, 
28; Trigonometry, 0; Natural Philosophy and Statics, 0; Latin, 8; Greek, 
3; French, 10; Botany, 28; Geology, 0; Zoology, 0; Astronomy, 0; 
Chemistry, 0; English Literature, 0; Education, 0; Vocal Music, 0; 
Calisthenics, and Military Drill, 0; Writing, 31; Letter Writing, 31; 
Temperance, 0; Needle Work, 0. 

1892—English Literature was removed from the list of optional subjects for 

high schools and became a prescribed subject. Linear Drawing was 
placed on the optional list. 

“Practically no change was made in the prescribed courses of study 
for the next seven years”. 1 

1900—Curriculum of the high schools was set forth in sections: Junior, Inter¬ 
mediate, Senior, and Senior Academic Grades. 

“The Department of Education conducted examinations in June 
(changed to July in 1902) on the prescribed work of each of these 
grades. To be successful a candidate had to obtain at least 33% of 
the marks attached to each subject of the examination taken, and not 
less than an average of 50% in all such subjects. 

“The intermediate grade examination was valued as the equivalent 
of Matriculation in Arts, the Senior as First Year in Arts, and the 

i 

Senior Academic as Second Year in Arts”. 2 

1902—List of authorized texts thoroughly revised. The courses as organized, 

English, History and Geography, Mathematics, Science, Classics, 
remained in force with but slight change for many years. 

1906—First Commercial Course was drawn up; the first examination in this 

course was set by the Department of Education in 1907. Special papers 
were typewriting, shorthand, dictation, business forms and laws of 
business, bookkeeping, and shorthand theory. 

1908-09—Organization of Manual Training Centre, Vancouver High School. 

1909— Sewing was given as an optional course in Vancouver High School. 

1910— Annual high school entrance examination instead of semi-annual. 

1912—Physical training added to course of study of all schools. 

1916—Pupils in Preliminary Grade and First-Year Commercial Course could 

be recommended for promotion by the principal, instead of, as pre¬ 
viously, by examinations of the Provincial Department of Education. 

1916-17—King Edward High School established a Technical Class for boys, “the 

first of its kind, in connection with a high school, in the province”.
